Mis* Dunklee an l 
Miss Kent have fuuml it necessary t<i work 
very late most of the nights this week, to 
straighten out things after such a rush, and 
the prosperity of the bank i> evidence of 
its careful management, and of the wise 
economy of Newton people.

For style, 
comfort mid strength it is u model, and no 
doubt will be duplicated for other places a- 
soon as it becomes known. The builder' 
have added greatly to their reputation by 
this excellent piece of work. 

—One of the plans advocated by a promi- 
nent real estate owner, is fur Newton to 
make a wide boulevard of Washington 
street, as Brookline has done with its main 
street, to the great advantage of property 
along its line, lie would begin at Wash- 
ington street from Xonuntum square, take 
all the land between the street and the 
railroad, sell the houses to be moved off', 
for what they would bring, and give the 
whole width to the street, at least as far as 
the Wellesley line in Lower Falls. The 
expense, he says, could be provided for by 
a city loan, nnd In ten years property along 
the street would be worth enough more to 
jmy all the expenses of the widening. If 
lie was a younger mail he would like to go 
Into a city election with tills for an Issue, 
and would add to it the widening of Beacon 
street to (SO feet, its entire length within the 
city, uud then he would have a hue of horse 
ears on both streets. Although one ot the 
most conservative citizens of Newton, this 
gentlemen i> confident that such an Improve- 
ment would do more for tin* property of 
Newton than anything else which could be 
thought of.

bugs have beeu there u good while. 
That's so, aud some of them seeui to be 
bigger bugs tliau some of tbe legislators.

The Bath Times has this to say of 
Miss Emma Eames, a former member of 
Cbnnuing church quartet:

“Faust,” aud then when “Ascauio'' was 
brought out two months ago, she crea- 
ted the role of Colombe. tso this mikes 
her second creation of a leading part in 
the most magnificent opera house in tiie 
world. No other American has ever 
done so much. It is amazing the way 
she has taken Paris.” 


Newton Natural History Society. 

The “Field Day” of this society, as 
announced, was held last Saturday at 
Xorumbega. The party left Riverside 
about 4 p. m.,in boats aud rowed directly 
down tbe river to the site on the west 
bank of the Charles, where Prof. E. N. 
Horsford has decided the ancieut port of 
Xorumbega once stood, and where he 
has erected a picturesque tower mostly 
of rough glacial boulders to mark the 
spot once held aud occupied by the 
Northmen. 

There the party was augmented by 
others who had driven over in carriages. 
Prof. Horsford had been invited to ac- 
company the society on this pi grimage 
to Xorumbega. His reply expressed so 
much doubt of his being able to do so 
that notice of his possible coming was 
not given. Hardly had the party assem- 
bled mound the tower, and a few" climbed 
to its summit to enjoy the beautiful and 
charming pictures on every side, when a 
span of horses dashed into the little open 
space, and there, in the carriage, sat the 
genial, eagerly wished for Professor, who 
was heartily welcomed by the assembled 
crowd. After a little description of the 
discovery of this « Id camping ground, 
where in his opinious the old Norsemen 
lived and held sway, he led the party to 
an old ditcli which lie decided once sur- 
rounded the fort, and spent anjhour or 
move in describing the points of history 
and the causes that led him to decide 
that the almost mythological Xorumbega 
was in truth located oa the banks of the 
Charles. 

Nearly a thousand years ago these men 
; from the north doubtless had many cities 
j and villages scattered along the New 
Eiigland coast and upon the banks of the 
; larger rivers. Prof. Horsford believes 
that several of these settlements were 
! located on Charles river and that he has 
I discovered many evidences of their work 
and occupation. He exhibited some 
charts giving the maps published by the 
earlv navigators, describing the strange 
lauds they had discovered and seen. 

These lie distributed among the audi- 
euce. Before he left the different mem- 
bers of the society expressed to him their 
thanks for his coming and gratitude for 
the information he had so kiudly and 
freely given. 

Then the party took their boats and 
rowed down to Point Comfort, where a 
landing was made, and there on the hill- 
side among the trees lunch was taken. 

Re-eutering the boats the party were 
out iu mid-streams at sunsetting, and be- 
held the beautiful tinted clouds in the 
western sky. 

As the party neared Riverside music 
came sealing across the water from the 
Newton Boat Club house, where a band 
was playing and the river seemed alive 
with boats slowly drifting up aud down 
to enjoy that and the bright moonlight 
which was tilling the river from bank to 
bank with silver sheen. 

The afternoon and evening had been 
simply perfect and those who enjoyed 
that “Field Day” will remember it as one 
of the pleasantest of the year.

TIIE POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 

TIIK TELEPHONE *KIIVI* K SAID TO RR 
Til K FINK-T IX THE f ITY. 


The police signal system went into 
practical operation Wednesday, when 
the patrolmen used the “duty" calls for 
the first time. The system installed is 
that of the Gamewell Police and Fire 
Alarm company, whose factories Are lo- 
cated in this city. A description of the 
system has been given in this paper, and 
many citizens were given an opportunity 
to inspect its workiag and the electrical 
apparatus a', the exhibition given in 
City Hall several months ago. The 
plant includes a very handsome office 
desk, with necessary fixtures and bat- 
tery, together with 20 street boxes, dis- 
tributed throughout tho city as follows: 
Ward 1, Centre, opposite Elmwood 
street; Washington, opposite Adams 
street; Watertown, opposite Chapel 
street. Ward 2, Central block, Walnut 
street. Ward 3, Waltham, corner Derby 
street: River, near Pine stieer; Washing- 
ton, near Auburn street : Highland, cor- 
ner Valentine street Ward 4. Washing- 
ton street, corner Woodland avenue; 
Washington, opposite Grove street, near 
Lower Fails:) Auburn street railroad 
bridge. Ward 5, Winter, cornet ( heat* 
nut street; Oak street, near Gamewell 
, factory; square at Newton Highlands: 
Walnut, corner Beacon street. Ward 0, 
Beacon, corner Centre street; Station, 
opposite Glen avenue; Hauimond, corner 
Beacon street. Ward 7, Centre, corner 
Sargent street; Waverly avenue, coruer 
Church street. 

The box calls may be summarized as 
follows: duty calls. (3): fast and slow 
wagon, ambulance and telephone calls. 

The telephone service is the best in tbe 
city and members of the police depart- 
ment state that it is the best in the 
j State. Tbe voice can be distinguished 
easily in the central statiou, talking 
from any of the street boxes, even when 
some distance from the transmitter. To 
i illustrate the excellence of the telephone 
service, it may be stated that Capt. Da- 
vis at the central station easily distin- 
guished a tune played by the Italian 
"musician,” who stood some distauce 
from tiie street box at Cbestuut Hill. A 
further test may be cited, in which the 
central office hand telephone, connected 
with the suburban line, was placed 
against tbe the transmitter of the police 
signal line and a conversation easiiy car- 
I ried on between two gentlemen, one 
stationed at the suburban telephone in 
the Gamewell factory and the other at 
the police telephone in the street box, 
corner of Beacon and Walnut streets. 

The general workmanship of the elec- 
trical apparatus is tirst-cla.-is in every de- 
tail. and the telegraphic machinery 
works very satisfactory, the calls being 
registered* and the time stamped on the 
tape very clearly. The Gamewell com- 
pany has fultilled thoroughly the condi- 
tions of its contract, aud the city oqs- 
sesscs an excellent police slguki ryftVm 
that will undoubtedly prove a valuable 
accessory in increasing the efficiency of 
the department. 

The one great necessity is that of |a 
well equipped police stable, and a suita- 
ble building will, undoubtedly, soon be 
erected. The patrol wagon, in charge 
of Officer Holmes, is at present located 
iu I)r. Crockett's stable, near the Cen- 
tral station. It is a model police depat t- 
ment wagon, thoroughly made, and re- 
rieeting credit upon the builder, P. A. 
MeVicar. It is equipped with Concord 
axles and platform spring?.. The body 
and running gear is oaiuted a dark blue-, 
with haudsome goal striping. Brass 
rails extend around either side. and| the 
front and side seats are upholstered iu 
leather. An adjustable, swiuging lan- 
tern is arranged on the side uuder the 
driver’s seat. The horse, a dapple 
gray, weighs 11$0 lbs. and is a good 
reader. 

In the near future more street boxes 
will he required. There is au urgent ne- 
cessity for one at Waban, where now a 
patr dmau is statioued and where the 
needs of a growing community will soon 
demand recognition. 


Sckibx kr'js Magazine for July has a 
very interesting illustrated article ou 
.suburban bonus, with valuable hints to 
builders. Iu Newtou there has beeu a 
marked change of late years, and some 
haudsome specimens of architecture 
have been erected iu the different wards, 
tiie architects makiug their plans with 
careful reference to location and both 
interior and exterior attractiveness. 
One of the models of the moderate sized 
houses is Mr. Damou’s new house ou 
lluutiewell hill, which lias a very attrac- 
tive appearance, externally, aud is very 
tasteful in design Larger houses 
of quite as attractive appearance as any 
illustrated in the magazine are some of 
the new ones ou Skiuuer Hill, and iu 
that section <*f the city, while Mr. Henry 
E. Cobb's house is expected to prove 
wheu finished oue of the haudsoiiiest 
architecturally iu the city. Good speci- 
mens of model ."suburban homos are also 
seen in the new village of Wabau, aud 
one might make a very interesting study 
of t he great improvement iu house- 
building by going about the different 
wards. There are some very good 
specimens remaining of the old Colonial 
houses some of which have beeu care- 
fully remodelled so as to preserve their 
best features, ami from that down 
through the Mansard roof craze, which 
raged quite exteiiidvely iu many sections 
of Newtou, and which certainly gave the 
greatest amount of room for the size of 
the building. In oue locality there was 
an outbreak of a modified form of N w i ss 
villas, which is iuterestiug as a sigu of 
the groping toward beauty iu houso 
building, but among the newer houses 
there is great variety and evidence of a 
careful study of adaptation to location, 
which shows that the\ were built for 
homes und not merely in job lots In- 
deed the contractors find, it is said, that 
the more caiefully they piau the houses 
they build, the easier it is to find a 
customer, and the greater the profit that 
can be made. It is uow the custom to 
secure a competent architect for every 
house, aud tue many architects give 
Newtou a great variety ot attractive 
booftM 1 be suuarw box ordm o! orebi 
tec tiff «' h as evidently gone .mt "f fitsluoi, 
here, eveu among the moderate priced 
houses, and some of the new one* that 
ouly cost $4.(100 or $5,000 are as beautiful 
urvuitecturally os those which cost many 
times that sum.

ONTIXIATI^N OK THE HEARING 
STREET H All. WAVS. 


Tlio board of aldonncn met Monday 
night in special session to continue the 
hearing on the street railways that want 
a location between Newtonville, Newton 
Highlands and Newton Centro. All the 
members wore present and Mayor Burr 
presided. 

Mayor Burr announced the resignation 
of Mr. E. \V. Cate, chairman of the water 
board, and nominated ex-Councilman E. 
T. Wiswnll to till the vacancy. The res- 
ignation was accepted and the appoint- 
ment confirmed. 

The following were appointed special 
policomen for July 3rd, 4th and 6th: P. 
O'Neil, Reuben Chapman, Thomas G. 
Prince, Clias. Tappley, F. T. Bartlett, 
lliram B. Hartford, Robert \Y. Blue. 

Alderman Johnson introduced an order 
for the acceptance of the police signal 
system recently installed by the Game- 
well Fire Alarm and Police Signal Com- 
pany, and the order was passed unani- 
mously. 

Au order was adopted, from the high- 
way committee, requesting the Newton 
Street Railway Company to put up guard 
wires above and parallel to its trolley 
wire, tlio said wires to be No. 8 wire, 
and at least six feet apart. Another 
order was passed extending the time for 
opening of the railway until Aug. 1st, on 
account of the introduction of the order, 
in order that they should have reasona- 
ble time to comply with it. 

Supt. Emerson sent in a communica- 
tion from the school board asking that a 
city carpenter with a stated salary be ap- 
pointed. Also asking that the second 
story of the Thompsonville schoolhouse 
be finished, to relieve the crowded condi- 
tion of the Bice school; referred to public 
property committee. 

Mr. McGuire gave notice of intention 
to build house 28 by 31 on Crafts street. 

E. F. Melchcr asked for concrete side- 
walks on Norwood avenue. 

Clias. Hunt asked for concrete walks 
on Tremont street and Waverley avenue. 

F. B. Cutter asked for three street 
lamps on Chestnut street. Dr. Hitchcock 
and others for one on Hollis street, J. O. 
Smith and others for two on Fairoaks 
avenue. 

Alderman Fenno from the street light 
committee iutroduced au order which 
was passed, for one arc light on Walnut 
near Lowell street, one incandescent 
light on Edinboro street, and three oil 
lamps on Evergreen avenue. Ward 4. 

F. W. Gaffield gave notice of intention 
to build house 37 by 50 on Huunewell 
avenue. 

The dispute about poles on Newtou- 
ville square came up again, the order 
passed at the last meeting was rescinded, 
and an order passed for one electric light 
pole between the flag staff and the drink- 
ing fountain, one arm of which shall be 
used for the trolley wire support. 

Alderman Fenno reported the draft of 
an ordinance, regulating the driving of 
cattle through the city, on Washington 
street from the Boston line to Park 
street ; referred to ordinance committee. 

.STREET RAILWAY HEARING. 

At 8 o'clock the street railway hearing 
was reopened. 

Alderman Ifarbach read a remon- 
strance signed by Avery L. Band, Alden 
Speare, Francis Fi:z, Langdon Ward, A. 
E. Ellis aud a dozen other residents and 
property owneis on Iloiner street, pro- 
testing against giving auy street railway 
company a location on that street. 

Mr. Band was present and said that he 
was strongly opposed to having any rail- 
way on this street, but he had supposed 
that every one else favored it; hearing 
that there was some opposition, only the 
night previous, he started out that morn- 
ing and got t lie names of all the property 
owners between Centre aud Pleasant 
streets, except those representing the 
estate of Benjamin Kingsbury, which 
was to bo sold, and they thought the 
railway would aid to sell it; Mr. Ham- 
mett and Win. Morton. The latter was 
one of the subscribers for stock on one 
street railway, and so did not sign the 
protest, although he said he was opposed 
t > having the road on that street. The 
protest showed that the people who re- 
side on Homer street do not want it, and 
that the ones who did were those having 
land to sell. The street was too narrow 
for a street railway, as it was only 31 feet 
between the curbs, tlieie was a great 
deal of driving on the street, which a j 
railway would interfere with, and a rail- 
way would also spoil it as a place of resi- I 
deuce. The location from Willow to 
Homer would also be a dangerous place ! 
if a rai way was put there, especially in I 
icy weather. 

MR. SAMUEL 110 A U, 

counsel for the Boston & Albany Bail- 
road Company, appeared to protest 
against any grade crossing at Newton- j 
ville, over the four tracks, and also at j 
any place over the circuit road. Mr. 
Hoar argued that the railroad commis- 
sioners had tefused to allow the Newton 
Street Btiiwiy Company to cross the 
Boston A Albany railroad at that point, 
and that it woul 1 lie unjust for a milliiei- : 
paliiy to grant such authority, especially \ 
as the n quest was made l»y a company ; 
desiring to evade the ruling of the com- ; 
niissiouei'A. Tiie Newton board of aider- 
men, added Mr. Hoar, ought not to grant 
this right, unless a great public exigency I 
lemauds it. Mi Hoar arid his company 
was willing to join with auy putties to 
separate the grades and called attention 1 
tithe new law, by which the railroad 
pays 05 per cent, of the expense, the 
town only lo pei cent, and the state the 
remainder. The danger of travel would 
he multiplied if a street railway were I 
allowed to emss the railroad tracks.

He had been counsel for street 
i railways on the North side of Boston for 
20 years, and in that timejthere had been 
no serious accident, although the cross- 
ings were numerous. The danger with 
the storage battery system was infinitesi- 
mal. His company had not applied to 
the legislature for* a charter, so ns to 


1 form a comp tit y without paying in a 
cent, hut the company had been formed 
in the regular way and the capital stock 
paid in. The Boston A Albany had got 
all it wanted nml it don’t want anyone 
else to have anything. 

Mr. Hoar said he had no antagonism 
to either company, and he would join 
with anyone to have the etadcs separa- 
led there or elsewhere in Newton. Twen- 
ty-five petitions for abolition of grades 
were tiled last week. Mr. Hoar did not 
think the storage battery system was 
practicable and the overhead system he 
considered a nuisance. 

This closed the grade crossing portion 
of the hearing, and the hearing on loca- 
tion was resumed. 

Alderman Pettee presented a remon- 
strance sigued by 57 tax-payers, against 
any in Newton Highlands. 

Mr. \V. H. Holbrook, who appeared 
last week, again protested against any 
location being granted to a road to run | 
past his house. 

Mr. \V. B. Wood appeared and made a j 
strong protest against the location on 
such a narrow street, and said no one : 
wanted it past their houses; electric ! 
roads were dangerous, there were no 
fettccs in Newton to keep the children 
out of the streets, and there would be ! 
great danger. 

Mr. E. Moulton said there was not one 
person a day that wanted to go from : 
Newton Highlands to Newtonville, and 
as for High school children, it would 
not be long before a high school would | 
he built on the south side of the city. I 
He didn’t know one person in the j 
Highlands who wanted the road, which 
w ould bring the hobbobbery of all crea- 
tion into their quiet streets. He had 
conte to Newton for quiet aud to get rid 
of the nuisance of horse ears, and he did 
not want them to pass his house. 

Mr. Morse called attention to the fact 
that these protests were all against the 
route of the Gardeu City road, while 
three-fourths of tlie people in Newton 
Centre had petitioned forj his road, aud 
only a few on Homer street protested. 

Mr. W. B. Young said he was in favor 
of a street railway and three-fourths of 
the land owners and residents ou Homer 
street wanted it. A large number of the 
residents had subscribed for stock. The 
Circuit road did not accommodate those 
who wished to go to Newton or Newton- 
ville, it took half an hour, aud cost about 20 
cents to go to Newton from Newton Cen- 
tre, aud a street railway will carry people 
in about 15 minutes and for 5 cents. He 
could haves ;cured a long list of signers in 
favor of a street railway, and stock had 
been taken in the road by the best citizens. 
He was in favor of the Central, aud in .fact 
of any street railway. 

Mr. Morse said the board should con- 
sider tha k they were n >t to establish a 
new grade crossing, but to use an old 
one, and street cars would be much safer 
than crossing on foot. No one would 
oppose a line of haiges, and there would 
be about as much chance of persons on a 
car being struck by a train, as of being 
struck by lightning. The hearing was 
bet, closed. 

, At tlie close of the hearing, Mr. Morse 
asked to be heard concerning the order 
relative to guard wires passed by the 
board. He was granted a hearing and 
stated that under the order it would be 
necessary, perhaps, to reconstruct the 
overhead system. Mr. H. AY. Mansfield, 
of the Thomson-Houston Company, said 
that the conditions of the order would 
not decrease the danger to the public 
while it would necessitate putting up 
new brackets and possibly heavier poles. 
He said that it was intended to put guard 
wires where they were needed and in a 
manner which would provide for less 
danger in case of au accident than would 
he the case if the railroad was compelled 
to follow the instructions incorporated 
iu the order. A number of the accidents, 
lie added, in the past, had resulted front 
the breaking of guard wires and not 
front the breaking of the trolley wire. 

Hon. Linus M. Childs appeared in be- 
half of the Garden City Electric Street 
Railway Company and reviewed the 
questions of law involved in the rights 
of the Newton Street Railway Company 
to a location on Walnut street. After 
the Newton aldermen had granted a loca- 
tion to that company, sai l Mr. Childs, 18 
months el ipsed and work on the build- 
ing of the road had not been commenced, 
in 18S9 the Newton Street Railway Com- 
pany became a corporation through the 
act of the legislature under the general 
law. It then remained for that company 
to come before this board for an approval 
of its location, ns so long a time had 
elapsed since it was granted. This step 
has not been taken, hence that company 
has no tights so far as a location on Wal- 
nut street is concerned. 

In regard to the storage battery 
system, you have been told that it dues 
not work by representatives of the other 
company, but you also possess the proof 
that it is a success and that a street rail- 
way between Beverly and Dauversport 
has been operated successfully ami its 
storage battery cars run successfully on 
time for the past six months. The 
system does work and concerning that 
point, 1 desire to have a letter read from 
Hon. John I. Baker of Beverly. Tho 
letter was read by Mr. Iluestis. It 
stated iu substance that the storage 
battery tail way in Beverly bad been 
operated successfully for the past six 
mouths, to the universal satisfaction of 
its patrons. 

At 10.10 o’clock, the aldermen took a 
recess. I’pon reassembling, the older 
relating to guard wires was rescinded 
and a new order passed, requesting tlie 
New ton Street Railway Company to put 
up guard wires • under the direction of 
the city engineer, at such points along 
the line of its route, as might be deemed 
necessary.

What New England Needs. 

When we see the prosperity of the 
cotton, paper, and leather industries 
and know that their raw materials are 
free, it does not seem unreasonable that 
the manufacturers of wool and iron 
should desire free raw materials to 
revive their failing industries. In ask- 
ing to be relieved trom oppressive taxes 
which are burdening the people we are 
met with the declaration that we are 
free-traders. There is to-day no party 
in the country which asks for or desires 
free trade, but if there i- anything which 
will bring such a party into existence it 
is the passage of a bill which aims not 
only to maintain a war tariff twenty-five 
years after the war for which it was 
created has ceased, but even to increase 
that tariff.

The Fight forthe American Market. 

All that the people of the United States 
eat, wear and use must be provided by 
their own labor. It is distributed by an 
exchauge of products through trade. 

All that the people eat can bo provided 
by our farmers; but all that they wear 
and use is not now provided by the mill- 
owners. A part of it is provided by our 
fanners, in exchange for their surplus 
farm products. 

In 1880 the farmers numbered 7,070.40:1. 
Of these 6,778,008 worked in 1870 to 
supply the American market with what 
it wanted to eat, and 1,807,485 to supply 
the American market with a nan of 
what was needed for wear and use— 
clothing, iron, and the like. Of the 
*2,213,402,504 worth of farm products 
raised in 1870 only 81,000,025.801 could 
be profitably disposed of, or were needed 
here, leaving a surplus of $540,470,700. 
which had to bo exported— exchanged 
abroad for manufactured products— and 
brought back here for fluid sale to their 
countrymen. 

When their surplus farm products are 
sent abroad for exchange into something 
j their countrymen wanted, they have to 
import the payment. Nothing is per- 
mitted to come into this country except 
through the Custom House. When 
their payment passes through the 

Custom House, all of it which would in- 
terfere with t he mills and factories is 
taxed 48 per ceut. on the average; which 
amounts to a tax ou the whole of about 
30 per ceut. Here is a clear statement 
that shows his burden at a glance:

This tax is levied to protect die Am- 
erican mill-owners from the competition 
of the American farmer. The 14.500 
protected mill-owners and the 1,807,485 
farmers are lighting oue another for the 


“home market” for manufactured goods 
—the mill-owners to get it all; the 
farmer for a share of it. If the mill- 
owners gain it all, the 1,807,485 
farmers must abandon their land and 
find other work. 

The tax is not levied to keep out die 
foreigner. He cannot come here, except 
as an immigrant, and then he is wel- 
comed. Fully three quarters of all he 
sends hero is payment for our farm 
surplus, because we have little else to 
sell. Generally speaking, what he sends 
is merely payment for our farm products; 
what he semis abroad must he bought 
and paid for in his manufactured pro- 
ducts. 

'I’lie business question is: “Shall our 
1,807,485 farmers he permitted to supply 
their countrymen yearly with mill pro- 
ducts worth $415,000,1100 (abroad), by an 
exchange of our surplus farm products 
for them, or shall they he taxe I out of 
the business to protect the 14,500 mill 
owners from their competition?” 

Wind is a Tax? 

There are very vague ideas about ns to 
what is a tax. Tariff Reformer© think 
the American people are taxed when by 
means of t lie tariff they are made to pay 
not only one-third the value of all they 
consume of foreign production, but also 
a larger price for nearly all they con- 
sume of domestic production. But Pro- 
tectionists have a different idea of what 
constitutes a tax. One of the ablest of 
them, speaking of the sugar industry, 
the tin-plate industry and the linen in- 
dustry, says: 

“These three great industries, carried 
on in foreign countries, now levy an 
annual tax upon the American people of 
not less than 8135,000,000, in addition to 
a large sum for transportation in for- 
eign ships. Other smaller industries 
present similar claims to your recogni- 
tion, hut these three are conspicuous by 
their importance.” 

That is to say, the American people 
heaving a surplus of their own products, 
which they cannot sell at home, send it 
abroad and exchange it for w hat they 
need — und that is a tax. But if the gov- 
ernment steps in and takes one-third the 
value of all they get in exchange for 
tluir surplus products, that is no tax at 
all, but an aid to American industry. 
And if they are obliged, by reason of the 
tariff, to pay more for domestic produc- 
tions, that is not a tax but a defense of 
the home market ! 


Mr. Blaine’s “Sidewinder.” 

Mr. Blaine’s contention that we ought | 
to admit free of duty the products of 
South America countries on Condition 
that they will admit our products free of 
duty, is a regular “side-winder” to the 
protective policy. It assumes that re- 
ciprocal free trade is a thing to be 
desired, which is opposed to all the 
teachings of the protectionists, who 
contend that permanent protection is the 
only true policy, and by implication, 
i that foreign commerce is an evil to be 
put down and every way discouraged. 


Bishop Potter’s Little Story. 

Seeing Bishop Potter and Colonel 
Itiggiusou together on the Sanders 
Theatre platform Thursday, both wear- 
ing the pink and blue ribbons which 
Phi Beta Kappa men so Highly prize, the 
Penciller was remiuded of a story which 
the bishop loves to tell as an illustra- 
tion of Colonel Iligginson’s practical ex- 
perience in politics.

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The street railway contest for a location 
on Walnut street is still going on, and at 
the hearing Monday night it was made 
evident enough that Newton Highlands 
does not care for any better means of 
communication with the centre of the 
city or any of the other villages. Ex- 
Mayor Hyde says there are only live men 
iu the Highlands who really want the 
railway, and one of the witnesses testi- 
fied that no people wanted even to go to 
Newtonvillo. Mr. Samuel Hoar enlarged 
upon the danger of grade crossings, and 
tiie opposing counsel rather cruelly 
challenged him to give a receut instance 
in this state of any accident from a street 
railway erossiug the steam railroad 
tracks. They have evidently not been 
very numerous. No protests were re- 
ceived against grauting a location 
through Waluut street in Newtonville, or 
through Homer street, except between 
Pleasant and Geutre street. The street 
railway counsel argued that if there was 
auy opposition it would have been heard 
f lom, and arguing from this a street 
railway seems to be desired between 
Newton Centre and Newtonville. The 
board of aldermen have a good many 
problems to solve, in this connection, 
and they have not as yet indicated what 
action they will take. 


the city by writing such articles as ho 
has for the Boston paper in question. 
Even the writer does not venture to 
print them in his local paper. 

Tin city auditor's annual report has 
been issued from the GR Antic office nnd 
Is being distributed from City Hall, to 
those who desire to see where the city 
money goes to. It represents, in its two 
hundred pages, a vast amount of work 
for tho auditor, who has had to put in a 
good many extra hours of work to get it 
out so much earlier than usual. Ils 
stories are short, but they were very 
interesting to the different persons 
named. The city books are now all 
finished -except two, and tho copy for 
those is not yet ready for the printer. 
The city officials have been much pleased 
with the promptness with which these 
reports have been piinted, uonc of them 
having to wait the thirty days which tho 
contract allows the printer, and the 
work has boon pronounced very satisfac- 
tory. 


The defeat of Henry Cabot Lodge for 
re-electiou as an overseer of Harvard 
College has naturally excited a good deni 
of comment, and it has also called Mr. 
Lodge’s attention to the opinion enter- 
tniued by his fellow giaduates, of his 
course in politics, and his narrow and 
insincere criticism of the college. Mr. 
Lodge has cast iu his lot with the 
politicians nnd he probably is williug to 
take tho consequences. He lias been 
successful in politics, and to those who 
only look at the results, he is greatly 
honored, but to those who consider that 
the menus by which success is gained are 
to be scrutinized, Mr. Lodge has been 
a great disappointment, and it was to 
these latter that be owed Iris defeat. 


The report of the legislative investi- 
gating committee is a strong and able 
documeut, and fully vindicates Represen- 
tative Williams for bis demanding 
such an investigation. “The charges 
made were too grave to be lightly dis- 
missed, aud the committoo lecognizes 
this and recommends legislation for the 
control of the lobby. Something 
certainly should be done, and public 
atteution has been so forcibly called to 
the matter that the movement for 
biennial sessions ought to gain new 
strength. That would cut dowu by oue 
half the power of the lobby for evil. 


It is certainly rather curious of our 
state legislature, after reporting that 
thej’ had found a good deal of corrup- 
tion belli ad the West End bill, to then go 
ahead aud endorse such corruption by 
passing the bill. This might be regard- 
ed as a notice that any parties interested 
in the passage of a bill should first se- 
cure the influence of the lobby, in order 
to have any chance of success, and that 
although the legislators have their 
opinion of the lobby they will do what 
the lobby wishes. The attitude of the 
Boston Journal in regard to t|ie matter is 
rather inconsistent, to say the least. 
After sayiug that “public opiuiou de- 
mands that the General Court takes some 
decisive step” towards regulating the ! 
lobby, which has been so actively em- j 
ployed for the West E id bill, it says that 
“the members have not permitted them- 
selves to be influenced by demagogic 
clamor” against the West End corpora- 
tion. The curious reader would like to 
know just what euables an organ to see 
double with such adroitness. The I 
“public demand” becomes “demagogic 
clamor” iu almost the same paragraph. 

Although it would seem from our 
local columns that all of Newton was 
away at the shore and mountains, yet the 
absentees are hardly noticed in the 
crowds that still travel to and fro on the 
trains, aud till the streets morning and 
evening. Very few of the houses about 
the city are dosed, and the many advan- 
tages of Newton as a summer resort are 
so well known that almost as many come 
here for the summer as go away. 
Wherever Newton people go, they do not 
fiud more beautiful lawns or shadier 
streets, or more attractive piazzas, or in- 
deed more enjoyment. They have the 
benefit of the change of air and scene, 
which seems to be a necessity of modern 
life, but in other respects most of them 
would piefer to remain at home, where 
the markets and stores furnish all t he 
luxuries of the season aud all modem 
conveniences are right at hand. 


It may not be polite to look a gift 
horse in the face, but they do say that 
the Harrison cift cottage is three miles 
from Cape May, in a region swarming 
with mosquitoes, where cottages can not 
be rented for eveu $.10 a season, and that 
Mrs. Harrison aud Baby McKee have 
sufferred such tortures from the iusects 
that the former wishes to give back the 
cottage to the Philadelphia syndicate, be- 
lieving that she lias been cruelly de- 
ceived. The President, it is said, has 
hired a cottage at Cresson, Pa., and the 
eift cottage is soon to be left to the 
mosquitoes. 


Gov. Brackett’s veto of the gas and 
electric light consolidation bill is an ad- 
mirably written document, aud he shows 
that he is influenced by a proper regard 
for the rights of the people, which were 
threatened by this combination. The 
companies interested had too much cap- 
ital stock for the amount of money that 
has been paid in, the Boston companies 
having an authorized capital of $12,000,- 
000 aud an actual capital of only $1,300,- 
000 . 


The Boston Tkavelleh of Wednes- 
day e veiling said: “We may as well 
speak plainly: The enactment of the 
West End Elevated Railroad bill, tainted 
as it is with corrupt methods to secure 
such euactmeut can but eudauger Re- 
publican success at the coming State 
electiou.” 


Mayor Burk has issued the usual 
proclamation at this time of year, call- 
ing upou Constable Luflie to proceed to 
kill all unlicensed dogs, aud also to re- 
port the names of all owners of unlicensed 
dogs, who will be proceeded against 
forthwith, according to law. 


As Friday is the Fourth aud a holiday, 
the Graphic is printed this week on 
Thursday evening, aud ought to be iu 
the hands of its readers early Friday 
morning, that is, if they have time in the 
midst of their celebrations to visit the 
post offices and the news stands.

Each of the little hotiltt now 
being sold in the streets has a small hole 
drilled or blown in the bottom. When 
filled with water and corked tightly the 
vial will apparently be perfectly sound. 
The water will not oscapefrom the little 
hole in the bottom of the vial until the 
cork is withdrawn from the other end. 
As soon as the cork is pulled out, how- 
ever, the water will run out of the little 
hole. 

Tho joke consists in offering a filled 
and corked bottle to the chosen victim 
with tho question, “Can you tell me 
what that perfume is in that bottle?” At 
first the victim attempts to smell it 
through the cork. Failing to perceive 
any odor in this way he naturally with- 
draws the cork, and the chances are 
about twenty to one that the contents of 
the bottle trickle down his coat sleeve 
and wet his arm to the elbow. Then the 
perpetrator of the joke laughs fiendishly 
and the victim says: “By Jove, that is 
tho best thing I’ve seen yeti Where can 
I get one?” The trick is an old one, but 
it has probably never been sold before. 
— New York Sun. 


Turned Up Trousers. 

It seems to be raining in London a 
great deal nowadays. All the young 
swells, and some who. are old enough to 
know better, go about in Cambridge and 
Brookline, and even in Boston, with ten- 
nis trousers turned away up around the 
bottom; and this whether tho weather is 
wet or dry, or whether they are walking 
upon the grass or upon the driest of side- 
walks. The trousers are simply to be 
turned up at the bottom, and that is all 
there is of it.

Tho Twenty-four Hour Tlmo System. 

The twenty-four hour uystem is likely 
to come before many yenrs. According 
to the inquiries of a committee of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, it 
appears that no less than 384 officers, 
presidents, superintendents, engineers, 
etc., representing fully 185.000 miles of 
railroad, expressed themselves in favor 
of the change. The report says that in 
all between 500 and 000 prominent men 
in every section of tho country have 
answered tho committee's questions on 
the subject, and of theso only an ex- 
tremely small i»ercentage have opposed 
the change. During 1880, 237 replies 
were received, of w’hich 220 were favor- 
able and 17 unfavorable. As to the 
time of making the change, 27 of the 
220 persons who gave a favorable answ’er 
named 1892, while 08 choose 1801, and 
01 favored 1890. There were 30 who 
gave no time, and the report suggests 
that these would go with the majority 
and make a heavy preponderance of 
opinion in favor of a time not later than 
1801. — New York Telegram.

THE ALDERMEN If.VVl 1.0X0 AND TEDI- 
OUS HEARINGS. 

noth branches of tho city council met 
Monday night, and the board of alder- 
men had a midnight session, in conse- 
quence of the River street railway tracks 
hearing, and tho hearing over the ren- 
dering establishment on California 
street. All the members were present, 
and as Mayor Burr was absent Alder- 
man Tetteo occupied the chair. 

The quarterly report of the chief of 
fire department was received. In the 
threo months ending Juno MOth, the fire 
department had been called out 14 times 
and there was a loss of $5,475 on build- 
ings and $2,870 on personal property. 
The time of service was S4 hours and 25 
minutes. 

J. J. Fitzgerald gave notice of inten- 
tion to build house 28 by 30 on Lincoln 
court, and A. O'Neil one 28 by 30 on 
Webster street. 

N. B. Smith asked for license to erect a 
boarding stablo on Brook street, Ward 
Seven, 40 by 50; referred to license com- 
mittee. 

Hugh Monaghan and John Morgan 
were granted a license*to build a stablo 18 
by 25 on Jewett street. 

‘Residents of Eliot avenue asked to 
liavo that street laid out and accepted, 
to be of the width of 40 feet, and also 
asked to have their sidewalks graded 
and concreted. 

W. B. Young and 40 others asked tho 
board to grant a location to a street 
railway between Nowtonville aud New- 
ton Centre. At tho lequest of Alderman 
Bond tho names of tho petitioners were 
read. Robert R. Lowell and 00 others 
also made the same request. On the 
list were tho names of the two council- 
men of the ward, and some of the most 
prominent citizens, including Horace 
Cousens. Robert Hawthorne, E. F. Mel- 
cher, E. T. Colburn, Loriug L. Brooks, 
A. I). S. Bell, Joshua Loring, Henry 
Ross, Chss. W. Ross and a majority 
of tho residents and property own- 
ers on Homer street, and the streets run- 
ning from it. 

H. F. Ross was granted license to 
build addition to his mill on Crafts 
street. 

Chas. W. Loring was granted a license 
to erect a a addition to baru on Park 
street, 17 by 32, to be used for a carriage 
house. 

The Gamowell Fire Alarm and Tele- 
graph company were granted permission 
to water Oak and Chestnut streets, near 
their factory, the city to furnish water 
at tho rate of 12 ceuts per thousand gal- 
lons. 

Residents of Park Place, Ward 2, asked 
the board to abate a nuisance iu a stable 
owned by Mrs. Lang, which was unsafe 
and a common nuisance, the stable be- 
ing used for the storage of petroleum; 
referred to license committee. 

THE MEMORIAL IIALL. 

The joint special committee on the 
proposed Memorial Hall, reported prog- 
ress, and in view of the varying opinions 
in regard to liaviug the city contribute 
half the cost, asked for a hearing before 
both branches of the city government, 
next Monday evening at 8 o’clock. Tho 
request was granted. 

.sidewalks were ordered concreted on 
Eliot street, past the estate of Simeon 
Foster. 

The Garden City street railway com- 
pany withdrew its application for a loca- 
tion through Newton Highlands, on ac- 
count of the objections made, aud said 
they would accept any local ion between 
Newtonville and Newton Centre, and if 
they were given a route through Homer 
street, they should ask for a spur track 
to the cemetery gates. 

The water board were autboiized to 
lay 7d4 feet of 0 iuch pipe on Auburn- 
dale avenue, at a cost of $701, 800 feet of 
10 inch pipe on Carlton Road, and 525 
feet of 0 inch pipe on Mosstield road, 
the guarantee on tho 10 inch pipe to be 
based on the cost of 0 iuch pipe, at a to- 
tal cost of $2,735 

RIVER STREET RAILWAY TRACKS. 

Alderman Feuno read a communica- 
tion from M. Tatte and 15 others who 
had signed the petition, asking to have 
the railway tracks placed iu the middle 
of the street, stating that they had 
signed the petition under a misapprehen- 
sion as to tlie bed of the railway, and 
withdrawing their names from the peti- 
tion. 

(ieo. M. Cox asked to have the first pe- 
tition read, which contained 43 names, 
and said the last three names out of the 
15 were not on the first petition. The 
railway was dangerous on the side, lie 
said, and would be less dangerous iu the 
middle ot the street. One child had 
been killed by the horse railway, and an 
electri ; railway would be much more 
dangerous. The railroad men as soon 
as they heard of the petition put on a 
large force of men, and le-laid the track 
on the side of the street. He admitted 
to Mr. Moiie that he lived on the other 
side of the street from the railway 
tracks. 

\V. 11. Ryan said the tracks were w ith- 
in 4 feet oi the fences, and Patrick Keu- 
linr said the snow was always shovelled 
from the tracks against his door, and 
keiit his cellar lull of water. 

James Walsh said there weie 27 houses 
ou that side of the street, and they had 
no sidewalk. The trolley poles were 
placed within 8 inches of the cars aud 
soiin- one would he sure to he hurt. 

Policeman John Ryan made a clear 
and straightforward plea for the remov- 
al ot the tracks. For ;JU years lie had 
lived on the street and lie and his father 
were t.ix-j a vers. lie had 300 feet of 
land there, and !ie had been prevented 
from selling it because the tiacks were 
on the side, and teams could not stop in 
front of it. The superintendent oi the 
road had been notified of the petition, 
and instead of waiting he had put ou a 
Urge force of men aim re-laid the tracks 
as last as he could, to gel ahead of the 
petitioners. On Elm stieet they concret- 
ed the driveways into private grounds, 
hut not on River street. The road was 
covered with crushed stone, which made 
it rough aud uneven. The people on the 
street had no fences, their houses were 
close to the street and their children 
would he iu great danger. There was a 
rumor that the in m w ho had w ithdrawn 
their names from the petition had se- 
cured many loads of gravel to spread on 
their places, without cost. When asked 
if lie had not got some gravel, lie said 
that he had; he had hargaiuud for it at 
lOcentsa load, hut they had uot yet 
come for the money. The road ought to 
he iu the middle of the street, for the 
safety of the people. 

Thomas F. Mague said lie was proba- 
bly the largest tax-payer ou the street, 
aud he favored having the tracks moved. 
They were now close up to wliat ought 
to he the sidewalk, aud filled up the gut- 
ter so that the water (lowed ou to the 


walk and tho land. No tram could stop 
on that side of the road, and tho poop r 
living there should have their rights pro- 
tected. The walks were in places IS inches 
below the tracks. Four-fifths of the tax 
payers favored removal. He did more 
teaming than anyone on tho street, and 
the road would lit* hotter and safer with 
the tracks in the middle. 

John llaloy and B. F. Ryan also spoke 
in favor of having the tracks moved. 

The petitioners closed their case and 
Mr. Dioklnson of Boston, one of the di- 
rectors of tho load, spoke against re- 
moval, on account of t lie groat expense 
involved to the road. The road was act- 
ing under orders of the board of alder- 
men in relaying its tracks, and was hurry- 
ing matters to comply with those orders. 
There was less danger, he contended, 
from electric ears than horse cars, as the 
electric cars could be stopped in half 
their length, and so no danger of any 
one being injured from in front. He 
had had charge of the West End cases, 
and there was only one instance of injury 
from in front, that of Mr. Bradford, which 
was due to his horse being balky. Tho 
roadway was better if tracks were on the 
side, aud all tracks ho thought should be 
on the side of the street, and at some 
time would be ordered there. They were 
so placed in Plymouth and Quincy. He 
was rather sharply cross-examined by 
Messrs. Mague, Ryan and others, much 
to the enjovment of the spectators. 

Michael Taffe was next called by Presi- 
dent Morse, aud argued in favor of the 
tracks being left on the side. He admit- 
ted having had a lot of gravel from tho 
railway company, hut he let them dump 
it on Ins lot as a favor, as it was an easy 
wav for them to get rid of it. The road 
bed was never as good as now, and lie 
thought there was no danger to children, 
lie was also cross-examined by Mr. Mague 
pretty sharply. 

Michael McEnany also spoke in favor 
of the tiacks being left on the side. 

President Morse made the closing argu- 
ment, and said only 3 of the men who 
lived on the side of tho tiacks had ap- 
peared in favor of the petition. There 
were only IP houses instead^of 28 on the 
side, and Mr. TalTe spoke for a majority 
of these houses. As a matter of fairness 
to the company the tracks ought not to 
he ordered removed. They were relaid 
iu accordance with the orders of the 
hoard of aldermen and superintended by 
the chairman of the highway committee, 
tlie superintendent of streets and the 
city engineer, and tlie company had to 
hasten to get them done in time. In re- 
ply to Alderman Julius an he said the 
Newton company bought the road last 
August, began tlie relaying of the tracks 
in April and strained every nerve to get 
through by June 1st. Suppose they 
waited till now for this petition, the 
comp my would have been harshly criti - 
cizec. for its delay, and they were even 
now accused of being too slow. The 
road was a model of construction and iie 
expected all tracks to he ordered on the 
side of the street. In reply to Alderman 
Johnson he said the company got their 
location ou Washington street 3 years 
ago, hut they did nothing as tho refusal 
to allow them to cross the B. & A. tracks 
blocked them. After Mr. Morse had 
been cross-examined by the River Street- 
ers at some length, lie was let oil’, and 
the long hearing was closed at nearly 11 
o’clock. 

THE RENDERING ESTABLISHMENT 

on California street next came up for a 
hearing. Rev. Mr. Lamb presented the 
case of the Stevens Brothers who ask for 
a license, and Mr. J. B. Goodrich ap- 
peared for the remonstrants, who are 
mostly Watertown residents, having 
houses across the river. Mr. Lamb said 
the rendering would he done iu the 
cleanest way possible and great care 
taken to prevent any odors. The Stevens 
Brothers were worthy young men, who 
worked for Mr. Jentiisou and wanted to 
obtain an honest living. 

Mr. Goodrich said the place was once 
closed up by the board of health, was a 
nuisance, and was now open contrary to 
law. making the parties liable to a fine of 
$200 a month. 

Messrs. Robbfns, Derby, Thomas, 
Keith and Ingraham of Watertown ap- 
peared to protest, and testified that they 
were rendered unhappy by the odors. 

Mr. Lamb said the place had been 
whitewashed, Mr. Keith replied that a 
skunk would smell just as had, even if 
you whitewash him. 

Mr. Lamb suggested lliat tlie smells 
came from the low’ lands of the river, 
covered with filth from the dye house, 
starch factories, and other factories 
1 which empty refuse in the river, and the 
j smell from which is terrible when the 
j water is low. 

• Mr. Ingraham said that Watertown 
! had just closed a similar place, and did 
not want to have auother opened ou its 
; borders. 

One of the Stevens brothers appeared 
and testified in regaid to the way 
the place was to he carried on and the 
house grease rendered. 

Mr. Lamb also called on Agent French 
I of the board of health, who testified iu 
regard to the place, after which the 
hearing was closed. 

After the hearing the hoard took a 
recess. Upon re-assembling Alderman 
Johnson for the committee on licenses 
reported have to withdraw on the peti- 
tion of the New ton Street Railway Com- 
pany to keep two horses in its stables on 
Washington street; also on the petition 
of Stevens Bros., f<o- permit to conduct a 
tendering establishment on California 
stieet. 

On motiou of Alderman Fenno, the 
city clerk was authorized to advertise 
the hearing on the proposed Memorial 
building iu the local papes. 

On motion of Alderman Bond, it was 
voted that w hen the hoard adjourned it 
he to meet again Monday evening next. 

Papers from tint Common Council 
were acted upon, the city clerk at the 
request of ’.lie chairman reading the 
mayor’s veto accompanying the order 
appropriating >75 tor ihe reimburse- 
ment of citizens for sums expended for a 
temporary bridge at Newton I.owei 
Falls. 

Alderman Johnson said that ho ap- 
proved of the m tyor’s motive iu vetoing 
the order, hut that he had learned from 
Dr. Creliore that it was understood by 
liitn and others that sums expended for 
this purpose would he paid hack by the 
city. The town of Wellesley has paid its 
part and it seems to me that Newton 
can afford to do so. especially as there 
was eviieiitly a misunderstanding in tho 
matter on the part of citizens who con- 
tributed the amounts which this order is 
iuteuded to cover. 

Alderman Iiarbach said that the peti- 
tioners had received all they asked tor in 
the first place, having been granted an 
appropriation of $150. Nothing was said 
about paying any more money at the 
time aud 1 cannot see what right they 
have to come forward now asking for an 
i additional sum. 

I Alderman Petteu thought the mayor’s 
point in comparing the case of tire play- 
ground at Newton Centre t<* tho mutter 
I uuder discussion w as uot well taken . 

| In tho latter case, a highway had been 
obstructed to the detrimeut of citizens. 


It had taken a long time to oomploto the 
t rldae and the people at the Low er Falls 
had suffered considerable inconvenience. 

I think l should have voted for a tem- 

I torui y bridge, in the first place had 1 
mown so much time would have elapsed 
before the completion of tho permanent 
bridge, continued the aldermen, and 1 
feel, therefore, that the citizens should 
be reimbursed for the sums which they 
have expended. 

The order was finally passed over the 
mayor's veto iu concurrence by tho 
necessary two-thirds vote — Yeas, Aider- 
men Pet tec, Johnson, Bond and Fenno; 
Nays, Aldermen Harbach and Coffin; 
absent, Alderman Hamblen. 

Tho board adjourned shortly after 
midnight. 

Common Council. 

In the Common Council a largo amount 
of concurrent business was transacted. 
Tho veto of the mayor accompanying the 
order returned, providing for the reimburse- 
ment of citizens for sums expended for n 
temporary bridge at Lower Falls, brought 
out some discussion. 

Councilman Creliore stated that the citi- 
zens understood that they wore to he reim- 
bursed the amounts expended for that pur- 
pose. The mayor has stated, continued 
Councilman Creliore, that In his opinion, It 
was the duty of the city in the first place 
to provide for a temporary bridge, as tin* 
main thoroughfare during the time occupied 
In the building of the permanent bridge, 
was practically destroyed. The town of 
Wellesley had acknowledged Its obligation 
In this particular cnse,nnd there seems to be 
no good reason why Newton should refuse 
to pay Its pnrt. 

Councilman Dutch asked If the amount 
contributed by citizens had not been util- 
ized in making the temporary bridge safe 
for travel? , . . , 

Councilman Creliore replied that it had 
and that the original sum appropriated was 
insufficient to put the bridge into proper 
condition. 

Councilman Bates moved the passage of 
tho original order and It was passerl over 
the mayor’s veto, 13 yens, 1 absent. 

The order accepting the Gainewell police 
signal system was passed unanimously in 
concurrence. , , 

On motion of Councilman Forknnll, it 
was voted to concur with the alderman in 
referring the order providing for an appro- 
priation for a fire alarm striker at Nonnn- 
tmii, to the committee on finance. 

A petition from Don. William Clafiin, 
presented by Councilman Bates, requesting 
that Marshall street be extended to Grant 
avenue, was referred to the committee on 
highways.

Tariff on Rooks hy Mail. 

Mr. Charles B Curtis writes a letter to 
the New York Tribune on this su' jeet, 
following one on the general subject of a 
tariff on books, in other countries 
books pnss free by mail under the Inter- 
national Postal Treaties, and they did so 
here until the United States Customs 
officials found an excuse for taxing them, 
when, at our instigation, new treaties 
had to be negotiated especially to fit our 
case. Tito writer says: 

The most remarkable thing about our 
system of collecting duties on books by 
mail is that the work was begun not to 
obtain money for the Government, but 
in older to give employment to some 
person for whom at the time no other 
occupation could be found. I happen to 
be in possession of a bit of secret history 
which ought to be made public, not for 
tlie credit of the Government or of the 
actors concerned, but because it is a spot 
on which the sunlight should be turned 
for sanitary reasons. The statement is 
so extraordinary that I would not dare 
to repeat it if I did not have it direct 
from the persou most conversant with 
the facts. 

A few years ago a certain person in 
New York made the discovery that under 
the law and practice then in force all 
books not exceeding $1 in value were 
imported by mail without payment of 
duty. Being out of employment at the 
time, but willing to make himself useful 
to his country, this person sought an in- 
terview with the Collector of this port 
and proposed that a bureau should be 
established by means of which tribute 
might be exacted on every book imported 
by mail, no matter how small the value. 
The Collector promptly rejected the 
suggestion, on the ground that it would 
bo discreditable for the Government to 
engage in so paltry a business, and also 
for the reason that the receipts would 
not pay the cost of collection. Hut the 
inventor of the scheme was persistent 
and he submitted his plan to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, offering to take 
charge of the business himself at his 
own risk, and to receive the duties 
collected for his sole compensation. 
The offer was at last accepted a id the 
enterprising promoter was placed at the 
head of the Bureau, when, as had been 
anticipated, lie found himself out of 
pocket, but lie finally secured a change 
in tlie system and the loss now falls on 
the Government. This was tlie origin of 
tlie bureau for the collection of duties on 
books by mail. 

In tlie year 1880 there was received by 
foreign mails at the New York Postoffice 
127,030 package containing 222,120 
books. The duties collected amounted 
to exactly $23,304.29, being IS cents per 
j package or a trifle over 10 cents for each 
book. To collect this sum required a 
force of nineteen men. some of them 
receiving salaiies as high as $2,000. 
Since the average duty was -only 10 ceuts 
on each book, it is safe to say that on 

150.000 of them tlie duties were less than 
8 cents 'each. 

The labor expended in this work is 
enormous. Each package is opened, 
examined, appraised and closed again; 
two entries at least-, nnd often more, are 
made; a quarter of -a million letters are 
! written and sent., on which tlie postage 
alone would bo more titan *5,000.', 
accounts are ke$»t with every postoffie in 
tho United States to which packages are 
•addressed; collections are made, 'ex- 
amined and credited; stationery, printed 
foims, account books, rent, hid, lights 
and other expenses ate paid, and-ttH this 
to enable tlie Government to collect 
$23,204.21* tin sums of IS cents 'each ftom 
127,030 individuals. The -statement 
seems incredible, but it is true. 

That the business is done at a loss can- 
not be questioned. I have bet n informed 
by a person formerly ranking among tlie 
highest of the officials in charge of the 
work that tho cost of this bureau, all 
expenses included, is not less than 
$00,000; that is to say, it costs JO cents to 
collect -tlie 18 cents due oticacli package. 
This estimate may appear extravagant, 
but ita«.giveuou the best of authority, 
and ubon.it is considered that tlie work 
requires tlie services of nineteen well- 
paid Bam), it is evident that tlie figures 
are not overstated. Certainly no com- 
mercial house would undertake to collect 
$23 ,00V in sums of 18 cents each from 

170.000 persons at remote postoffices in 
every State in tlie Union for tin ice tho 
amou tit .received. 

It is -doubtless true that if this duty 
were abolished it would still be necessary 
to guard against smuggling, but this 
work could be easily performed by one 
or two inqpecturu at moderate pay, and 
all the expensive machinurv of the systt in 
could be dispensed with. 

Following the example uf tlie most 
enlightened nations, , wo should make all 
books free, but Lf this is asking too much 
we may at least add to tiio free list 
"books, maps aijd engravings specially 
imported, not more than one copy for the 
use of any individual and not for sale; 
and books tn-OJ.e than one year old and 
not republished iu the United Mates.” 

I can see no possible objection to so 
'reasonable a proposition. 

1 should not omit to say that the Mc- 
Kinley hill places ou the free list "books 
in any other language than English.” 
This adds another argument for tlie 
adoption of the clause above proposed, 
it will almost annihilate the work of tlie 
Postoffice Bureau, since books in Ger- 
man, French, Italian, Spanish ami other 
foreigu languages comprise probably 
more than two- thirds of tlie books 
arriving by mail The remaining duties 
will perhaps not exceed *5,000 to $8,ooO, 
but the expense of the establishment will 
not be materially diminished. Why not 
abolish the bureau ultogothoi? 


been tho chief obstacle in tho way of in- 
creasing exports” from tlie United States 
to the countries fouth of us. Is this a 
sensible, rational remark? Is it any 
more sensible than it is to say that there 
is no agriculture in tlie Desert of Sahara 
because no instruments of agriculture 
are to be bought there? 

Is it not infinitely more piobable, rea- 
sonable and sensible to say that no agii- 
cultural instruments are sold in the 
desert because there is no agriculture in 
that region, and that comparatively few 
American vessels are engaged iii the 
South American trade because we have 
•not a great deal of commerce with South 
America? 

But while Secretary Blaine injects into 
his essay on our South American com- 
merce a foolish theory invented by tho 
applicants for subsidies, lie is candid 
enough to say what the Pan-American 
Conference thought, was the reason for 
our small trade with $outh America, and 
in affect to accept this, for his advice to 
the President is based on tlie assumption 
that what tho conference said on the 
subject was substantially true. Me says: 
"It was the unanimous judgment of 
these delegatt s that our exports to these 
countries and to tlie other Republics 
could be increased to a great degree by 
the negotiation of such treaties as are 
recommended by the conference;” that 
is, reciprocity treaties, whereby we abate 
our taxation of .South American produce 
and the South American countries abate 
their taxation of our products. In other 
words, the grept obstacle to commerce 
between tho American nations is tlie 
tariff taxation levied by each of the 
countries on its foreign commerce. This 
is sensible, is it not? The tariffs obstruct 
commerce and are maintained for that 
purpose. And the commerce being ob- 
structed, there is of course a limited 
demand for shipping. But tlie American 
shipping to South American countries 
exists, and grows, and would grow a 
great deal faster if our tariff on Argentine 
wool and the Argentine tariff ou our 
Hour were abated. Mr. Blaine accepts 
the conclusions and recommendations of 
the conference that all the American 
nations encourage commerce with eacli 
other by removing the tines now imposed 
on commerce with each other, and lie 
makes tlie entire tariff reform argument 
so far as foreign commerce is concerned. 


“The Glorious Fourth.'’ 

Our old holiday "the glorious Fourth” 
has changed its character somewhat, and is 
now n day of recreation rather than of 
patriotic reminiscence and exhortation. 
Doubtless in old Boston there were those 
who thought that the 5th of March, the day 
of the massacre in King (or State) street. In 
1770, would be always ns piously observed 
by patriotic Boston as when I)r. Warren 
and John Hancock delivered the oration. 
But tlie observance ended, Mr. Palfrey 
tells us, in 1783 ; and in 1785, perhaps with 
tlie same relief that tlie nobleman regarded 
the death of an author, because lie could 
then "bind him up” mid place him on the 
library shelf, thirteen 5th of March ora- 
tions were bound up, and the celebration 
of the famous day was also laid upon tlie 
shelf. 

No such decline will be apprehended for 
the Fourth of July, and ns for binding up 
the orations upon that day—! The old 
character of the holiday will revive upon 
occasion, however, and a great orator will 
always give it distinction by pointing a 
present moral. There is no more noted 
Fourth <»f July oration in all the long li>t 
than that of Charles Sumner in Boston in 
1*45. His theme was the true grandeur of 
nations, which he declared to be peace, nnd 
on tho anniversary of the triumphant na- 
tional independence resulting from a great 
war, and in the presence of the military 
forces of the commonwealth, the discourse 
was a powerful philippic against war. It 
W#.s a memorable oration, thoroughly char- 
acteristic of the man, which really dis- 
closed him to the public, and perhaps to 
himself. But nothing could have more 
signally illustrated the orator’s want of a 
quick sense of humor. 

There were two other later nnd notable 
Boston Fouith of July orations. In 1*58 
Rufus C Ik rate, in his most fervent and 
characteristic vein, and a flood of that 
poetic rhetoric in which he is wholly un- 
sur passed among American oral ors, deliv- 
ered a plea for the Union in the old conser- 
vative stsnse : and Edward Everett, about a 
year before the war, recounted our great- 
ness and deprecated tlie inevitable. Both 
orators were tlie pensive poets of a van- 
ished America. Closing his brilliant sur- 
vey, ami insisting that our condition in 
1*5* assured (Mir heultlg our strength, and 
our future— as indeed they did, but not as 
the orator surmised— Choate said, but with 
anxious exultation, just as the great civic 
storm was about to break : "This shadow 
that lliis across our grasses and i> gone, 
this shallow ripple that darkens the sur- 
face of our broad ami widening stream and 
passes awa.v, this little pertubation which 
our telesooi*es cannot lind, and which our 
science can hardly lin-i. but which we know 
cannot change the course or hasten the 
doom of one star— have those any terrors 
for u>:”’ 

These are voices of a Fourth of July that 
is gone. it was not a Hitting shadow nor a 
shallow ripple that the orator saw. But 
the teni|H*-t which they portended ha* puri- 
fied tlie air. and the Fourth of July elo- 
quence of tli is year may happily devote 
itself to a service which was then hopcle**, 
because the conditions of its success did 
not exist— the service of weaving nnever- 
eloser tie of national union.

THE STREET RAILWAY. 


There wero some strong petitions pre- 
sented in the city council Monday night, 
aa favor of a street railway between New- 
&4»nvillc and Newton Centre, and the 
names on tho petitions included some of 
4hc largest tax-payers and mostentnrpris- 
5ng residents of Ward Six, which would 
reap especial benefit from a street rail- 
way. It is evident, that whichever road 
tjets the location, if either of them do, 
dhc route will be through Walnut and 
Homer streets to Newton Centre, and 
tie land owners on tho route are probably 
correct in expecting that the road would 
largely increase the population of the 
city and result in new houses being 
built all along the route. 

The street railways are becoming more 
and more a public necessity, and our 
ereaders would probably be surprised at 
the large number of Newton people who 
go to Oak Square to take the electric 
cars to Boston. If the road was extend- 
ed to Newton the number would be 
Iiargcly increased. 

«lt was not long ago that the residents 
ton Waverley avenue almost unanimous- 
ly asked the West End road to extend 
their tracks through Chestnut Hill and 
•down that thoroughfare, and the time 
will probably come when this will be 
done, although just at present the West 
Sud company are more intent on devel- 
oping their own laud schemes than of j 
-assisting those of others, and the difli- ’ 
culties in the way of motive power will , 
probably prevent much extension until 
further inventions are made. If it could 
•only be proved that storage batteries 
were the success that is claimed for 
them, the overhead system would be or- 
dered out of every city in the land in 
ishort order, as it is confessed to hi a 
nuisance, even by those who have adopt- 
ed it. 

Wliat the board of aldermen will do is 
uncertain. Some of the members are 
.opposed to having any street railways in 
Newton, and in this they are encouraged : 
even by some of the stockholders in the 
proposed roads. It is said that one 
stockholder h is even said he would give 
.a check of $5, 000 to any one who would 
prevent a street railway going through 
his street. On the other hand one or j 
~wo of the aldermen are firm in the be- I 
iief that street railways are needed for | 
she development of Newton, ami that a 
road between any two of the villages 
would prove of great value to the city in 
:the way of increasing the valuation by 
bring ng desirable residents here. Be- 
tween these two extremes are the mem- ! 
hers who are non-committal, aud on i 
ttbem depends the fate of the present | 
petitioners, although street railways are 
•sure to come in time. 


THE MEMORIAL IIALL. 


There will be a hearing next Monday j 
• evening, before both branches of the 
•city council, on the scheme to build a ; 
Memorial Ilall, the city to pay half the 
•cost, and to have the use of part of it ; 
i/or a dr, 11 shed for the High School 
(Battalion, and some say for an armory. 
>to take the place of Armory Hall. The 
latter- project could hardly be carried 
out, a< the state has the control of all 
buildings used ns armories, and this 
hardly fits in with the object of the 
building. 

The special committee who have been 
•considering the project are unable to 
agree as to recommending that the city 
should pay half the cost, which is to be 
?<»0, 000 .or $75, 000, exclusive of the land. 
Some of the members of the city council ! 
vlio are on the special committee think 
that in view of all the extra expenses to 
be put in the tax levy this year, some 
<13,000, and the debt incurred for the ex- 
tension of the water works, which is up 
in the hundred thousand, that it would 
not be wise to add anything more to the 
already rather heavy taxes iu New ton. 

Other members on the committtee are 
ery enthusiastic in favor of the project, 
ax'd think that the city ran well afford to 
:>ay half, if the rest is raised by private 
subscription, aud they think Newton 
should do anything for the veterans, to 1 
show its gratitude for their services. 

It is unfortunate that the hearing 
should be had right iu the midst of the 
summer vacation, when so many of the 
citizens are away, aud wheu the attend, 
anoe would naturally be light. However, it 
>■ not probable, and neither is it advisable, 
that hasty action w ill be taken, aud the 
whole matter can very well be laid over 
until fall, wheu there will be plenty of 
time to consider it. There is no immedi- 
ate hurry, and the question of appropri- 
ating so much money should not be de- 
cided upon iu a moment. Newton has so 
far been generous iu its treatment of the 
veterans, aud their appeals have never 


PURIFYING POLITICS. 

The Springfield Republican has 
printed a series ef interview's with prom- 
inent thinkers in regard to purifying our 
politics, and Rev. Dr. Washington Glad- 
deu in his vigorous fashion be- 
gins by saying that the first step lias al- 
ready been taken by tho civil service re- 
form laws, unhappily not always admin- 
istered by tho friends of the reform, 
“but even iu the hands of its enemies 
its restraints have not been completely 
overridden, and its principle has been 
abundantly justified. No better reason 
can be found for supporting this meas- 
ure than that which is drawn from the 
character of the men who are clamoring 
for its repeal. Oue who lives at any of 
the centers of politics, and who carefully 
observes the political couduct of that 
class of politicians to whom this r°form 
is particularly obnoxious, will be con- 
vinced that the law deserves our love 
for the enemies it has made. And there 
was never greater need of united, reso- 
lute, relentless advocacy of this particu- 
lar reform than in this second year of the 
administration of Benjamin Ilarrisou. 
The next step iu the purification of poli- 
tics should be the adoption of the Aus- 
tralian system of balloting. *.v A more im- 
portant measure still is a law requiring 
every candidate and every political com- 
mittee to publish a sworn and itemized 
statement of all moneys collected and 
expended for election purposes. To say 
that we cannot enforce a law like this is 
to say that the foundations of our gov- 
ernment are already undermined. The 
bestowment of favors or gratuities upon 
public officials, by parties in interest be- 
fore them, and the acceptance of the 
same by such officials, are acts already 
illegal in most if not in all the states; but 
iti spite of the law this scaudal is con- 
stantly perpetrated. Tho acceptance of 
a railway pass by a state legislator is an 
indecent and infamous act. No honest 
legislation can be looked for from men 
who will take such favors. It would be 
wholesome if voters would always inter-, 
rogate candidates for the Legislature 
upon this subject, requiring of them ex- 
press declarations of their purposes. 
The invasion of our Legislatures by the 
money power is one of the great sources 
of political corruption; and voters are 
bound to keep vigilant eyes upon then- 
representatives, and to exact a strict 
account from them. 


The New York Tribune has sur 
prised every on? by coming out against 
a further extension of the pension list, 
and as the Tribune is an organ, aud 
never tikes a position without the ad- 
vice and sanction of the party leaders, 
its position is the more remarked upon, 
it speiks about other people being taxed 
“to fill the pockets” of veterans who are 
able to support themselves. There will 
now be on the pension rolls, continues 
the Tiibuue, some 750,000 persous who 
will each receive on an average $224 a 
year, or iu all $10$, 000,000 — which ex- 
ceeds by $18,000,000 the estimates we 
have made of the minimum expense of 
existing pension laws. If the population 
be placed at 00,000,000, about oue person 
iu 88 of the population receives a pension, 
and this is the striking fact to which the 
Tribune calls attention. “Out of all 
the money raited by customs, internal 
taxes aud miscellaneous receipts for the 
benefit of all the people, uearly half is 
paid over to one eighty-eighth of the 
people, and little more than one-halt is 
expeuded for all other national pur- 
poses.” And it goes on to say that “a 
voting population of 12,000,000 wilt not 
long consent to pay more than half the 
entire revenues of the government to a 
twentieth of their number,” aud warn- 
ing is served upon the |“peusion attor- 
neys aud lobbyists” aud others demand- 
ing more largesses for the soldiers, that 
“further appropriations cannot be asked 
without imperilling the continuance of 
all grants for that object.” 

Tiie death of Mr. Willard Maroj Isa 
great loss to Newton, where his home 
has been for so many years, and in whose 
prosperity he was so deeply interested. 
Mr. Marcy was a representative of the 
older class of citizens, whose upright 
character and sincerity have commanded 
the respect of all, and who have made 
Newton known all over the state, lie 
had the old fashioned qualities of holi- 
est)- aud straiught-forwaidnesK, and even 
in politics his influence was never given 
to any questionable methods. Here pre 
seated the Republicanism of Wilson, 
Sumner, and tho alter great men of the 
state and nation, wljen character count- 
ed for so much in politics. Iu addition 
he had plenty of shrewdness and great 
common sense, and was a most interest- 
ing companion. He never sought office, 
but was always ready to do his duty, and 
he will be greatly missed, not only at 
his home iu I'pper Fulls, hut by friends 
in all parts of the city. 

There is a good (leal of interest felt 
iu the size of the tax rate this year, in 
view of the numerous extra expenses 
that have come up so far, the 
extra interest for water bonds, the uew 
school buildings, etc. It is probable that 
the rate will not be below $15, if it is uot 


in excess of that. Tho prosperity of 
Newton depends in great measure on 
keeping the tax rate within moderate 
limits, as it will not do to frighten away 
people by having a rate much in excess 
of other suburban cities. Fifteen dollars 
is certainly about as high as it is safe to 
go, under the present valuation of city 
property, and although there lias been 
an unusually largo increase in tho valua- 
tion this year, the expenses have fully 
kept paco with it. 


An amusing feature of tho River street 
bearing, Monday night, was to see the 
lawyers cross-examined and made un- 
comfortable by the laymen from River 
street. It is generally the other way, and 
laymen are turned inside out by the legal 
counsel, so that the change pleased all 
who have ever been on the witness 
stand and been badgered by a member of 
the legal fraternity. The River street 
delegates enjoyed it so much that they 
wero willing to keep the hearing going 
all night long, in spite of the sufferings 
of the aldermen, who had hard work 
keeping the hearing within any kind of 
limits. 

The American Economist tries to dis- 
prove that our manufacturers give extra 
discount for export, and quotes the man- 
ager of a small cutlery concern down in 
Connecticut, who says that his company 
never gives creator discount for foreign 
than for home trade. Now if the Econo- 
mist would prove that this concern ever 
sold any cutlery to be exported, it would 
have given somo force to its statement. 
If the manager quoted would devote half 
the time to tho improvement of his 
goods, that he gives to lobbying at Wash- 
ington for higher duties, he would not 
have so much cause to fear foreign com- 
petition. _____________ 

The Republican Ward and City Com- 
mittee will take action on the adoptiou 
of the Australian ballot system for all 
caucuses, at their meeting Saturday 
eveuinc. There is little doubt but this 
excellent reform measure will be intro- 
duced here, and it will be a great im- 
provement on the usual method of hold- 
ing caucuses, where a half dozen or so 
persons are all that can be got together, 
and they choose tho delegates aud man- 
age things for the party. Under tho 
Australian system voters will have no 
excuse for not attending the caucuses. 

The report that the admiuistration of 
the Patent Office has greatly improved 
under the present administration, as set 
forth by the special committee of the 
National Civil Service Reform League, is 
gratifying to all friends of Reform, 
who wish that the same could bo said of 
the post office and all the other depart- 
ments, where the spoilsmen have been al- 
lowed their own way in too many cases. 
The friends of reform, however, are glad 
to get encouragement from any source 
and hope that the good work will spread 
at Washington. 

Several families report that they were 
not visited by the Census enumerators, 
and probably there are others who were 
left uncounted, which will reduce New- 
ton’s total somewhat. Tt ought to be 
25,000, and if it falls short of that num- 
ber we shall have to call on rlioso who 
were missed to send in their names. 


We have received a copy of Congress- 
man Butter worth’s famous speech against 
the McKinley tariff bill, which is headed 
“The protection policy — its wise use 
will strengthen it — its abuse will destroy 
it.” The McKinley crowd sought to 
paste this in their hats.

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DEATH OF WILLARD MARTY. NEWTON UPPER FALLS. 


PROMINENT CITIZEN EXPIRES SUDDENLY 
FROM HEART PISE ASK. 


Mr. Willard Mnroy, a prominent resi- 
dent of this city, died very suddenly 
Saturday morning of heart disease. 
Hie deceased left his home in Newton 
Upper Fails shortly before 8 o’clock, and 
hurried to Dike the train for Boston, 
leaving the station at Upper Falls about 
8 o'clock. Immediately after the train 
had got under way it was discovered 
t hat Mr. Marcy had lost consciousness. 
The train was stopped, and Mr. Marcy 
was immediately taken to his home, 
where he died soon after. 

Mr. Marey was born in Ilarland, Yt., 
and was 08 years of age. lie had resided 
in this city for about thirty years and 
was highly respected and esteemed. 
Under the ol i town government, he had 
occupied nearly eveiy office in the gift of 
his townsmen, from that of village con- 
stable to that of Selectman, having also 
been Overseer of the Poor, Assessor, and 
chief of the old town fire department. 
Fiom the date of its incorporation he 
was an officer and stockholder in the 
Newton Savings Bank, ami at the time 
of his death was a member of the Board 
of Trustees and the investment commit- 
tee. He was a trustee and prominent 
member of the Methodist church of 
Newton Upper Falls, was always a mem- 
ber of the Newton Horticultural society, 
every year contributing to make its ex- 
hibitions successful. 

Mr. Marcy never held any office under 
the city government, although frequently, 
urged by his friends to necept the Re 
publican nomination for the board of al- 
derraeu. Retook an active interest iu 
the city, however, and was called the 
“Napoleon’Mn the politics of his ward, 
his opinions having great weight with 
the people. During 1SS5-80 he served in 
the Bouse of Representatives, and be 
had been mentioned as the next Repub- 
lican candidate for senator of the 2d 
Middlesex district. He had been a 
valued member of the Newton Republi- 
can watd and city committee and also a 
member of the state central committee. 
He was a Republican of the stalwart 
stripe, with decided opinions which he 
did not hesitate to express. He was a 
successful business man, and at the time 
of his death was president of the Mass- 
sachusetts Benefit Insurance Association 
and a partner in a successful paper man- 
ufactory located iu Newton Upper Falls. 

One of the greatest efforts of Mr. 
Marcy’s life was that of his work during 
the past 20 years of recovering from the 
United States Government the principal 
of $371,000, taken by its officers from the 
securities of the Newtonvillo bauk, with 
which he was interested at the time of 
the defalcation of its treasurer. The en- 
tire sum was received about 4 years ago, 
largely through the efforts of Mr. Marcy, 
ami since then he has been to Washing- 
ton several times for the purpose of re- 
covering the interest on the principal. 
Twice he has secured favorable bills 
from House committees, and twice have 
the bills passed the Senate, ami he felt 
sure of beiag able at the present session 
of Congress to obtain the passage of the 
bill. 

Mr Marcy possessed sound common 
sense and good judgment. His loss will 
be greatly felt in this community. A 
widow, daughter and three sous survive 
liim. 

The funeral of the lrte Willard 
Marcy took place front the Methodist 
church. Upper Falls, Tuesday afternoon. 
The auditorium was completely tilled with 
those who had gathered to pay the Inst 
tribute of respect to the deceased. Among 
those present were Hon. AUlen Spenre, 
representing the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce; G. A. Litchfield, secretary; W. G. 
Corthell, treasurer; John C.Rand and .S. I*. 
Hibbard, vice-presidents of the Massachu- 
setts Benefit Association; Joseph X. Bacon. 
Hon. J. F. C. Hyde, George Hyde, Samuel 
Jackson, Dustin Lane)’, Miss S. M. Duncklee 
and Miss Mary Kent, trustees and officers 
of the Newton Savings Bank ; ex-Gov. Gas- 
ton and Judge Ii. Bishop, counsel of the 
deceased in the Newtonville National Bank 
case; C. Bo wdi teh Coffin, Moses G. Crane 
and II. C. Wood of the Newton Republican 
ward and city committee, Hon. Levi C. 
"Wade, Alderman George Pettee, President 
K. J. Hyde of the Newton common council, 
Councilman Edward L. Collin-, Mr. Otis 
Pettee, Dr. Thotup-oii, S. T. Elliott, <’. II. 
Bacall, Edward Billings and many other 
prominent business and local residents. 

The services were of a simple yet im- 
pressive character. Rev. John Peterson, 
-pastor of the enureh, officiating. A quar- 
tet. comprising Mi-s Newell, soprano; Mrs. 
J. A. Gould, alto; Mr. Bird, tenor; Mr. 
-Frank Hale, basso, rendered appropriate 
selections, including "Gathering Home- 
ward One by One." ntd ,, Xearer My God to 
Thee.” Rev. Mr. Peter-on’s remarks were 
coniined to words of euiisolation to the be- | 
leaved family, on Sunday lie will preach ;

Mr- Marcy’- pew, on tin* right -ide of 
the auditorium, was draped iu black, and 
upon a table placed within re -ted a sheaf 
of wheat tied with blue ribbon, bearing 
the inscription. "At Rest.” The Moral 
tributes were placed upon the pulpit plat- 
form, ami consisted of several wreaths 
and baskets of Mower- from the family, and 
two beautiful Moral tablets, one composed 
of ferns, gloxinias and lilies, from the 
Newtou Republican ward and city com- 
mittee; the other made up of ivy, and 
bearing un anchor of roses from the Mass- 
achusetts Benevolent Association. 

The remains were interred in tin* family 
lot iu Newton cemetery, 

The pall hearers were John Arnold, F. 
A. Fletcher, W. 11. Lock ami J. W. Howe 
Of tlit* board of trustees of the Upper Falls 
Methodist church, of which Mr. Marcy was 
a member. Tin* funeral arrangements 
were iu charge of Undertaker S. F. (’ate. 
and a thorough attention was given to all 
the necessary details.

Norumbega. 

“I had a fancy a few mornings since,” 
says the Boston Correspondent of the 
Hingham Journal, ’’to visit the tower 
erected in Weston by Professor Horsford 
of Cambridge, as marking tho spot where 
the Norsemen under their pirate king 
"Liet” first landed on these shores. The 
spot is on the hanks of the Charles river, 
in the town of Weston, just above the 
point where “Stony Brook” empties into 
the Charles. I desired to see the tower 
at sunrise aud I reached it in company 
with a friend at that time. Whatever 
may be Horsford’s theories in regard to 
this being one of the lauding places of 
the Iceland adventurers, I found nothing 
except what might have been at one 
time tho original outlet of Stony Brook— 
wUat Horsford evidently took for ancient 
ruins, only the sea- weed, rocks and the 
pot-holes over which Stony Brook in the 
days of its majesty tumbled into the 
j Charles. By navigable miles, marine 
measurement, this spot must be at least 
twenty miles from tho point where the 
i channels of the Mystic and tho Charles 
meet, and as the Norsemen were not 
overfund of going far away from coart 
lines, this theory of Horsford' s falls 
tiie ground. All tho same. Professor 
| Horsford iu erecting this unique monu- 
ment has bestowed a blessing on commu- 
nity. 

The view from the top of the m* nu- 
ment on a June day at sunrise is one of 
unsurpassed beauty. The valley of the 
Charles with its il. inkling hills is all be- 
for*} you, ami the extent of vision from 
all four points seems unlimited. No pen 
of poet or pencil of artist could do it full 
justice. As the bolls of the surrounding 
factories rang out their discordant notes, 
calling the men aud womeu of toil to 
their daily task, 1 descended the winding 
steps of tiie tower with regret.

It 
must be met promptly, earnestlv and wise- 
ly. Tlie chief feature to be regarded in the 
solution of this problem is the colored 
population of the Smith, numbering some- 
thin? more eight millions— the product of 
a slower system of two hundred years 
standing, and which has just been charac- 
terized as “the sum of villainies.” Their 
characteristics are just wlmt we might ex- 
pect. There are many noble individual ex- 
ceptions, hut the ina.'ses are low down in 
the scale of intelligence and morality. 
They are religious, but their religion is, to 
a lamentable extent, divorced from moral- 
ity. There is much of indolence, untrath- 
fulness and thievishness among them. 1 u 
their ignorance and vice, they constitute a 
dangerous element in our midst. They are 
citizens without the qualifications of citi- 
zenship. They must be readied and lifted 
up. 1 he safety of tne nation demands it. 
The work i' a great one, hut it can lie done. 
The most effective way <>f doing it is by die 
establishment of Christian schools, particu- 
larly for normal and imlu-trial instruction, 
in which those fitted to be teachers ami 
leaders may have the needful training. Mr. 
Benedict then 'poke of the great work of 
the American Missionary A>suoiation in 
establishing such schools, and of the press- 
ing necessity for the enlargement of ttii* 
work, which can be done only as the church- 
es greatly increase their contributions.

All Aged Resident Gone. 

Mr. Henry Blodgett, one of the oldest 
residents of Newton, died on Tuesday at Ids 
late residence on Newtonville avenue, nt the 
ripe age of years, 3 months 2» days. 
Mr. Blodgett was a quiet man, but with 
firm convictions upon moral and social re- 
forms. which led to his being found early 
in the ranks of the workers of temperance 
and anti-slavery. Doubtless bis long life 
is largely due to ids practical using »-f the 
principles of temperance in which he was 
so firm u believer. For more than mi years 
he has been a consistent member of the 
< ongri gational church, being a member <>f 

Eliot church at the time "f hits death. 

W idle residing in Boston he became in- 
terested in the welfare of the young men, 
and was one of the founders of the •-t«»n 
Young Men’s Christian Association. For 
many years he was associated iu business 
w ith trn* late Willard Sears, and they were 
always firm friends and earnest workers 
in the temperance and anti-slavery move- 
ments. Mr. C. W. Taylor, who died last 
week nt the age of *2 years, was an inti- 
mate friend of the deceased. It i« a singu- 
lar fact that these three men, each over ho 
yars, who had been such friends so long, 
should. pass awa\ so near together. Mr. 
Blodgett never held public office; of a gen- 
tle, quiet disposition. with strong friend- 
ships for home and family, he was content 
to let others secure political honors, but lie 
was always earnest and active in all inoral 
reforms. 

His wife died 16 years ago, and of late 
years he has resided with his daughter, 
Mrs. J. E. Trowbridge, on Newtonville 
avenue. He leaves two sons, prof. Blod- 
gett of Smith College, now in Europe, ami 
Mr. W. II. Blodgett of this city, and two 
daughters, Mrs. J. E. Trow bridge aud Mrs 
Stanton, who is absent in Europe. The 
funeral services took place on Thursday, 
the Interment being in the Newton ceme- 
tery. 

A City Memorial Hall. 

To the Editor of the GRAftuc: 

The hearing last Monday evening before the 
board of aldermen at the City Hall, in reference 
to building a Memorial Hall for the city of New- 
ton, tooK a broader ground than the committee 
in charge i f the matter thought it would. We 
especially refer to the remarks of the Rev Mr. 
Hornbroi.ke. who advocated the construction of a 
building that would not only combine a memo- 
rial to tlie soldier a "f the late war, but also would 
be utilized for a City Hall and nil public pur 
poses. 

There is a general feeling throughout the city 
that the building in use by thecity atWest Newton 
is fast Incoming entirely 'inadequate for its pres- 
ent needs, and were it destroyed by conflagra- 
tion it would not be rebuilt on" its present site, 
but thu it would be located in some other one of 
tlie different Newtons. If the city takes any ac- 
tion on the construction of a Memorial building, 
would it not be the wiser course and tlie most in 
keeping with an enlightened policy and far see 
ing business sagacity for the city fathers to coin 
lone in a memorial building a efty hall, am hive 
it loetted in such a way as would iu always orna- 
mental to the e ty. and to be surrounded by ex- 
tensive grounds that would serve as a public 
park? 

The estate of the Hon. Win. Claflin on Walnut 
street. Newtonville, is situated in the geographi 
cal centre of the city, aud with the use of the 
street railroads now in process of construction 
will become available from every portion of the 
city Were these grounds taken or purchased by 
the city, they would form one of the most !*eauti- 
ful parks that it would be p .s-ible to get; in the 
heart of the citv. adjoining the High sch< >ol aud 
on th«*se grounds could be constructed a building 
that would combine tlis Memorial Hall for the 
G. A. U. and all the uses that the city can possibly 
want in a building for a hundred years to come. 

By utilizing these grounds at the present time 
tiieV C»t> be obtained while the e*ta; c ;s , n j ts 
entity, 6b 1 beiO'rfi ally portion of it lias been 
utilized lor building purposes, at R m*jM! Expense 
compared with what that property will be worth 
twenty years from now. and the 'grounds being 
now in splendid order, nothing would be neces- 
sary in way of expense to add to it- beauths «.r 
convenience for a public park, an I such a com- 
bination could be arranged .’or citv uses that 
would make it the most attractive and convenient 
tliat it is }K>ssible to obtain any where in the city 
of Newton. 

Tlii< plan may seem at flrst thought entirely 
beyond the financial means of the city to pro- 
vide, and may seem entirely unreasonable, but 
we think if it is thought over carefully the many 
advantages that can accrue from sueh'a p’an wifi 
make themselves obvious to any person of con 
sideration. 

This communication is put forth with the idea 
of creating an interest in the matter and to get 
others to express themselves as to tlie feasibility 
of tlie plan, and if it can la* ca-ned out, the 
larger portion of tlie sum needed can be raised 
by private subscription, so that only a small part 
ol the expense need be borne bv the citv govern- 
ment. ' ' B.

I THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN NEWTON 
AND BOSTON COMMITTEES. 

j Tu dll’ Ediiof bf fife litUpHic. 

In tlie recent repot! o* tue High school 
investigating committee occurs the fol- 
lowing statement: “In this course” — 
meaning the general course — *‘a boy or 
girl can receive thorough training in 
English from tlie best teachers iu the 
school." And such a statement would 
surely seem to be beyond dispute, for the 
study of Euglish commences with the* 
pupil's entrance to the school and con- 
tinues daily for four years, until on grad- 
uation day his High school work is fin- 
ished by an exercise in English iu the 
form of an oration, essay or poem. Thus, 
five times in each week aud for forty 
weeks in the year he has recitations in 
English and in the whole course receives 
a total of SOOextreises in English under 
the best instructors. This statement 
should be modified by saying that in the 
classical couise the number of English 
recitations in the third and fourth year 
is largely reduced, but the statement 
holds good for the loilk of the school. 
No study could well have more time 
given to it tlia» this and, as a fact, few 
studies pursued at the High school re- 
, ceive one half the attention that is given 
to English. Certainly it would not seem 
strange if this should result in a "thor- 
ough training in Euglish.” and that it 
does so result the investigating commit- 
tee apparently would have us believe. 

Recent happenings in Bostou, however, 
would seem to show the contrary ami 
i thus to bring, by implication, questiou- 
; ing as to the trustworthiness of the cora- 
mi 'tee’s whole report. 

In the notable contest in English com- 
position for the Herald sclud trships 
there were 220 competitors— all gradu- 
ates of New England High schools. 
When the prizes had been awarded and 
published to the world the 11 raid 
summed up in a column editorial tho 
value of tlie vvoik of the High school 
graduates. It confessed to "absolute 
disappointment,” spoke of the "mental 
vacuity” of pupils aud said "the tuue 
spent in studying these great authors 
has beeu almos’. time wasted.” Tho 
Herald claimed that "the students have 
neither gamed the art of expression nor 
have they grasped the meaning of tlie 
writers’’ and said also "all hut a very 
few of the laige number of those who 
tin* year graduated from the high school* 
of New England do not know how to 
write in an uuatfecteU manner, and have 
but a superficial knowledge of the great 
authors to whose works they have de- 
voted mouths, atm, perhaps, years ot 
study.’’ Some of the work of the gradu- 
a'vs was eveu illiterate, “absolutely un- 
educated iu grammar, spel ing and 
punctuation.’’ aud tbe general style of 
the whole mass was so poor, that out of 
the 220 essays only 23 were thought by 
the judges to be worthy of cousidei atiou 
at ail iu the matter of awarding prizes. 
This is discouraging aud humiliating: 
testimony, aud applies to our school in 
the tact that out of the four Newton 
High school graduates who c >mp« tetfr 
for the prizes— liaviug been through 
mauy bundled recitations in English 
under tbe best instructors aud having 
received our highest school diploma as a 
testimonial of their attainments— not otic 
succeeded eveu m gettiug into the race; 
that is, not oue of their productions was 
among the twenty-three which the judges 
thought worthy of serious consideration. 
Between the comforting words id the 
kind-hearted investigating committee 
aud the condemnatory but unprejudiced 
judgment of tbe trio of liostou literary 
gentlemen there is somehow a wide 
discrepancy. d. t\

n EARING OVER THE PROPOSED MEMO- 
RIAL HALL m il.DINO. 

llotli branched of the city government 
met Monday night, and finished up bust- 
iipss for the summer, Adjourning to Sep- 
tember 8th. In the board of aldermen 
all the members wero present, with Pres- 
ident Pctteo in the chair. 

Tho following wero appointed special 
policemen: Chas. K. Young. Patilck K. 
O'Neil, Thomas G. Bruce, Reuben 1>. 
<'lallin, ('has. Tnppley, Martin B. Nagle 
and Robert W. Blue. 

The Newton Street Railway Co. gave 
notice of their acceptance of the order 
extending the time for the opening of 
the road to August 1st. 

Henry A. Barker asked for license to 
build a stable on Chestnut street, Ward 
3; referred to license committee. 

Frank B. Fletcher gave notice of in- 
tention to erect a house 2$ by 35 on Har- 
rison street, Ward 5, and P. C. Bridgham 
house 25 by 20 on Cabot street, Ward 2. 

V. Pluta asked for electric street light 
on Rowe near Auburn street. 

B. B. Buck asked for a Oth class liquor 
license for his drug store on Beacon 
street, noar Centre. 

Geo. E. Stuart was granted a license to 
build a block 41 by 50, for stores and ten- 
ements, corner of Watertown and West 
streets. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$74,700 for the city’s expenses during 
August and September. 

An order was passed for tho laying of 
217 feet of 0-in. water pipe on Pleasant 
street, and 000 feet of (Liu. pipe on Cali- 
fornia street, at a total cost of $025. 

RIVER STREET. 

Alderman Bond presented an order for 
the change of tho location of t lie street 
railway on River street, from the side to 
tho centre ot the street. Ho said the 
bearing showed tho desirability of tho 
change, and in regard to time, although 
the petitioners started late, they did so 
because they understood tiiat the rails 
were to be put in tho centre of the street 
throughout tho city. When the petition 
was being signed the railroad was in- 
formed of it, and putting on an extra large 
force of men they worked with great ra- 
pidity, so as to got the work finished be- 
fore the city* council could act. The 
president of the company had said that 
had they been notified by a city official, 
they would have moved their tracks, but 
they received no notice. They had pur- 
sued a policy of bluff throughout, and 
lie thought it very desirable that the 
tracks should be moved. The simplest 
way to do a thing was to make it right at 
the start. The order had once passed by 
a vote of 5 to 2, but because of an infor- 
mality, it was decided to have a new 
hearing, and then to pass the order again. 

Alderman Johnson said that the com- 
pany had been notified of the petition by 
Policemau Ryan, who had notified the 
acting superintendent. Some of the pe- 
titioners had been paid to withdraw their 
names, oue of them getting 2H<> loads of 
jcravel. It was far more important that 
the road should be in the centre ot River 
street, than on Washington street, as 
there were more children on River street, 
•and the street was much wider than 
Washington street. There was no rea- 
son for the company's going ahead as 
they did. 

Alderman Harbach said he believed in 
having the tracks in the centre of the 
street, but he did not believe in making 
'.be company move their tracks. They 
lind only followed their legal rights in 
going ahead and laying the tracks as 
they had permission to do, and the com- 
pany should not be made to pay for the 
delay of the petitioners. 

Alderman renuo said he should vote 
against the order. The board had asked 
the company to change their overhead 
structure, and they hail done so. and now 
if the tracks are ordered moved their 
structure would be of no use. 

The order w is defeated by vote of 4 to 
2 but before t lie result was announced, 
Alderman Johnson changed his vote, and 
gave notice that he should move a re- 
vconsideiatiou at the next meeting. 

Wm. Chitlin asked for sidewalks on 

Washington street, Ward 2. 

JOINT CONVENTION ON MEMORIAL HALL. 

The joint convention was then held to 
give a hearing on the proposed Memorial 
Hall, a large number of Grand Army 
men and prominent citizeus being 
present. 

President l'ettce read the original pe- 
tition, calling fur the appointment of a 
special committee of the city council, to 
confer with a committee of C’has. Ward 
Post and one of the citizens, and said 
the joint committee had made a general 
study of the subject, and had had plans 
submitted to them fora building to cost 
$41,(101, exclusive of heating or furnish- 
ing. The committee could not harmo- 
nize on tho proposal that the city should 
pay oue-hall or about $30,000 and so the 
hearing was granted. 

MR. 1IKNRY E. COBH 

said the (mention was one of such vital 
inteicst that he believed the petition 
would have been signed by a majority of 
the citizens it such a thing lint been 
needed to convince the city council of its 
importance. They were not endeavor- 
ing to obtain a h ill hull, or an auditori- 
um. or a ward room, but a memorial 
hull, ll-s spoke of the feeling in New ton 

years ago, which those who were only 
hoys then could not realize, and he 
wished ho could call down some of those 
who had gone before, to speak t ir the 
question. .1. Wiley Kdinatius, oi Thomas 
Itice, Jr., who would both plead that 
Newton shoul 1 do something. Men were 
then trembling with anxiety for fear 
Newton would not till its quota, and 
such a building would memorialize the 
.--elf-Kucrilico, the heroic services ot New- 
ton men and women, and the liberal 

i uomises made on the platform* of the 
jails hi the city should be fulfilled. You 
told those men that they were inscribing 
their names on the world’s roll of fame, 
that would last through all future gener- 
ations. That their wive* and children 
would be tenderly cared for, and if they 
died they would alwayt be remembered 
among the world's heroes. If they came 
back, they would always have love and 
teuder sympathy, and all would ho done 
for them that could be done. Jlow have 
you fulfilled those promises. 1 would nut 
• laic to face future generations, if i were 
you and voted against this project. 1 
would not dare to look in the faces of 
my children, if 1 voted against appro- 
priating such a paltry sum. The build- 
ing would stand for all time, it might 
add to the expenses for a year or two, 
but why should the old soldier wait 
while you widen a street became you 
have given it to a private corporation? 
The citizens would give gladly but it w as 
the duty of the city to aid in the matter, 
to give uil who pay taxes a chance to 
contribute. We see beautiful buildings 
put up by other cities, and our city 


should do something. The building 
would boused fora few years by the 
Grand Army, but then the building would 
belong to t lie city. There should be 
some room in it for the use of the city, 
either a ward room, or a branch of t lie 
public library, or a drill ball. There are 
very valuable memorials to be placed in 
it. many ot great local interest, like the 
sword and sash of that heio whom you 
all know. ('has. Ward, who in future 
time will l>e regarded as Paul Revere, or 
Miles Standish is now. So many such 
articles could ho placed in it, which would 
be object less ms in patriotism for all 
future generations. The figures of the 
cost are merely guesses, plans which 
you may adopt. We don't care for any- 
thing hilt justice, and so far the city lias 
never expended one dollar for a memo- 
rial of its brave sons. The city should 
i»e ashamed not to do something, and I 
believe you will feel it a great privilege 
to vote something from the funds of the 
city. 

MR. O. D. OILMAN 

said he thought the papers represented 
public sentiment, one was enthusiastic 
for it, and while the other favored it. it 
had some doubts whether this was the 
time to act. As far ns he could learn 
that was tho general sentiment. He be- 
lieved the city should act. and have a 
building we may all be proud of. Our 
public buildings are now a matter of 
pride with the citizens, the city council 
is well quartered in its city ball, and lie 
hoped the council would sec its way clear 
to make the appropriation. It would be 
a good investment for the city, bring 
people here, and be the first niouument 
to the dead soldiers erected by the city. 
He had yet to hear of any sensible ap- 
peal that was disregarded in Newton. 
There may be some extraordinary ex- 
penses just now, but there have always 
been extraordinary expenses in Newton 
and there always will be. The additional 
tax would trouble no one, aud the tax 
payers would be glad to pay it and he 
thought the council would regard it as a 
duty to vote unanimously for it. 

EX-ALDERMAN CHADWICK 
said it was bis heart’s desire to have a 
memorial hall in Newton, and the city 
government ought to do something*. 
Many would hate to subscribe because 
they could give only a small amount, but 
they would be glad to have a chance to 
give something in their taxes. There 
are always bugbears that can be brought ; 
up. like sewerage, but that would not . 
cost a great sum, and Newton should do j 
something as well as Brockton and other I 
! cities, which have not her wealth. 

JULIUS L. CLARKE 

spoke strongly in favor of the project, | 
and said we owed the veterans a tender I 
and loving tribute aud a building would 
give expression to that, aud the building 
would serve as a monument to those who 
went forth to battle for the Union. He 
hoped and prayed the city council would 
grant the petitiou. 

HON. WM. CLAFLIX 

was not present and Councilman Luke 
was called on to give the sentiments he 
expressed at a meeting of the committee. 
Mi. Luke said he had recalled the prom- 
ises made to the soldiers and we ought i 
to keep them. The citizens had striven 
to mike as liberal promises as they could 1 
but so far nothing of any account had 
been done. 

REV. T. J. HOLMES 

said lie favored anything for the benefit 
of the old soldiers. He was sorry to see 
that as time goes on theTespect that used 
to be paid to them was dying out, and he 
had heard many things said that were 
not respectful. One man in Boston had 
said that in view of all the expense for j 
pensions, it would have been better to ! 
have let the South go quietly out of tho I 
Union. lie was sorry to see such a spirit i 
of disloyalty abroad, and one object of i 
the building would he to show that 25 1 
years after the war Newton was as loyal 
as ever. It would keep fresh the 
memory of the dead and liouor the liv- 
ing. 

MR. E. T. BOND 

said his heart responded to all the patri- 
otic sentiments that had been expressed, 
and he felt it ungenerous to put himself 
in opposition, but still it was a question 
in his mind what right the city council 
had to vote away money levied for ordi- 
nary purposes, for a building not be- 
longing to the municipal government. If 
this was a mass meeting for the levying 
of taxes be would say amen to the ap- 
peals, but he doubted if men elected for 
a definite purpose bad a right to go out- 
side of that. 

Mr. Gilman asked if the couucil had 
not the same right to vote money for a 
hall as for Memorial Day. 

Councilman Dutch asked who would 
get the benefit from the hall, who would 
own the buildings? 

Mr. Cobh said the city would own the 
buildings, but would probably respect 
the wishes of the Grand Army. The 
city of Boston lets a hall to a Boston 
Post for $1 a year. He did not think i 
Newton should haggle about the right 
when all other cities were doing the same ; 
thing. The citizens would protest against j 
the city doing all, hut it ought to do 
something, as so far it has done nothing, i 
There were times when legal techniculi- I 
ties should bo disregarded. 

Councilman Dutch asked if the city j 
would not receive a fair rate of interest. 

Mi. Cobb said the city would receive a 
large benefit. The (». A. R. encampment 1 
would meet in Boston in August, and in j 
the reawakening of patriotic feeling it 
would be much easier to raise subset ip- 
tiuus, aud therefore he hoped immediate 
action would be taken. 

MR. L. G. PH ATT 

said he thought the city council hud no i 
legal right to vote money in this way, 
and there was a better plan. We need* a 
new i i tv hall, aud lie thought the Memo- 
rial Hall should l>e Guilt in connection 
with the City Hull, and then the city 
would have a building that would be 
erode able. He had heard it stated here 
that citizens had been liberal in making 
promises aud that uu ex-governor had ! 
said nothing had been done for the sol- 
diers. It was the most absurd statement 
lie ever heard of, and he was sorry to 
hear a man who had been a governor of 
the commonwealth make such an absurd 
statement. Look at the large appropria- 
tion made by Congress for old soldiers, 
$120,000,000 a year, and more is coming, j 
There seemed to be no end to the calls 
for money for the soldiers, and when , 
sewerage aud otl er great expenses were 
pressing so hard he thought it was no 1 
time to vote money for a memorial hall, 
and a strong sentiment was growing j 
against it. He did not want to oppose 1 
anything reasonable. 

REV. II. J. 1* A TRICK 

said he appeared for the boys and girls 
of the city, in favor of a drill hall, we 
needed that, aud others had spoken so 
well lor the Memorial Hull that lie might 
coutiue himself to the drill hall, lie hud 
been called on every few days the past 
year for 40 cents for tickets to carry hi> 
boys to Armory Hall and back, and when 
they got there that hall was not large 
euough, aud much time was wasted in 


going to and fro. Ho called attention to 
the groat bundle of petitions sent in for 
a drill hall, and it could he combined 
admirably with the Memorial Hall. The 
girls also needed a place for their calis- 
thenic exercises. 

Mil. GKO. A. WALTON 
said a drill shed should he connected 
with the high school, the city had bought 
land to build it on. and it needed to be 
next the school so that it could be used. 
He did not know where the hall was to 
be built 1 * * A t Newtonville.” said Rev. 
Mr. Patrick], There were so many im- 
portant matters pressing, sewerage with 
great outlays within one or two years; 
$300,000 for high water service, the most 
expensive system of schools in the state, 
more expensive roads than any other 
cltv or town, and so on, that we might 
well shrink from adding to them. We j 
should secure to the living all they are 
entitled to, and the hall might wisely be 
deferred for 5 or 10 years till other mat- 
tors were out of the way. We were get- 
ting such a high tax rate people were 
being driven away from the city, and 
prudence dictates that we attend to ordi- 
nary expenses first. 

EX- ALDERMAN WARD 
said he did not feel that the plan was the 
host that could be adopted. lie believed 
in having a Memorial hall, but if it was 
used for private theatricals, or a drill aud 
such things, it would take away from 
the sacredness of the place. If the city 
built at all it should build for memorial 
purposes only, but he thought it would 
have a much more sacred character if the 
hall was built from private subscriptions. 
The monument in the cemetery was built 
by private subscription, a great many 
giving a dollar towards it. If Newton 
Centre could raise $15, OtX) for a play 
ground, he thought subscriptions enough 
could be got from the whole city to build 
the hall. As for a drill shed lie did not 
believe in it, and if the boys wanted ex- 
ercise they could march back and forth 
to Armory Hall for their drill. Girls 
used to walk from West Newton to the 
High school at Newton Centre. 

Rev. Mr. Patrick said things had 
changed now, people wanted to ride and 
some people wanted electric cars to run 
in front of their door (laughtei).

MR. MOSES G. CRANE 
said lit* favored the drill and his boys 
had been much beuefitted by it, and a 
separate drill hall on the High school 
grounds would be of advantage. If the 
city gave $30,000 it would add 5 per cent, 
to the taxes of all. 

REV. F. B. 1IORXBROOKE 
said ho fully sympathized with the en- 
deavor to have a Memorial Hall, as a re- 
minder of the set vices and patriotism of 
the men of the war; he fully sympathized 
also with Mr. Patrick but as he lived in 
Newton it was more economical for him 
to have the drill in Armory Hall. As a 
member of the school committee be felt 
that we had not done our duty to the 
children, as long as we leave the High 
school building unfinished. As for the 
Memorial Hall he thought it would be a 
good plan to combine and provide fur the 
various needs of the city. We need a 
new city hall, the children need a drill 
hall, and if one building is made to unite 
all these, it can be made the best kind of 
a memorial and made sacred by its uses. 
Ho did not think the setting of a thing 
apart like a fetich made it sacred, the 
soldiers made their names sacred because 
they did their work so well. A Memorial 
City Hall would best preserve the memo- 
ries of the soldiers, and be for the benefit 
of all coming generations. Gather all 
these uses in one building, make it beau- 
tiful in its architecture, and its fitness for 
use, and we would then show our devo- 
tion to the memories of the soldiers, who 
could have rooms iu it set apart for their 
use. Mr. Ilornbrooke’s views were re- 
ceived with very hearty applause. 

MIL C’HAS. w. SHEPARD 
said that 5 per cent, added to the taxes 
won d make it more difficult for many 
young men to live in Newton. They hail 
hard work to raise money for their taxes 
now, and the burden was felt to be oner- 
ous. He objected to paying out city 
funds for objects which were not neces- 
sary, as the necessary expenses were 
heavy euough, and it was not wise to 
drive men away. The valuation was 
high and the taxes more than iu many 
other places. 

The joint convention was then dis- 
solved, and an order was passed calling 
on tho city solicitor to ascertain whether 
the Newton Street Railway had any 
rights iu a location iu Walnut street, or 
other streets leading to Newton Centre 
either from the action of the city council 
or from tho general court. 

The common couucil transacted con- 
current business and both branches ad- 
journed to the second Monday evening | 
in September.

Protect the Forests. 

Forests nre the natural store-houses of 
wator supply. Their shade enables the 
soil to absorb and retain vast quantities 
of water, letting it escape gradually into 
the streams. Once the trees are cut off, 
the soil dries up, the natural reservoir is 
gone, the water pours pell mell into the 
rivers, freshets bring disaster and ruin 
in every great storm, and when the water 
supply is gone, the water power is also 
gone. Some persons think that the 
cause of the dreadful western cyclones is 
to be found in the destruction of the 
trees which once protected the land. 

The dense forests in the heart of the 
White Mountains, said to cover 800 
square miles,— that i« the tract of coun- 
try bounded by the Saco, Ammonsoosuc 
and l’emigewasset Rivers and Lake Wiu- 
nepisaukee,— are being invaded by rail- 
roads, wood cutters and saw mills; and 
it is estimated that in ten years this area 
will be practically stripped of trees and 
the beauty and great utility of the moun- 
tains will be lost. 

The vital interests of the hotel keep- 
ers, of the factory owners, of the tour- 
ists, of the State all demand the preser- 
vation of the forests. 

If we had a national board of foresters 
whose d. Hies should be to oversee and di- 
rect tree cutting, to prevent reckless and 
indiscriminate cutting, in short to see 
that trees are selected for felling with a 
view to the judicious cultivation of a 
yearly crop; or, if the woods could be 
taken and held by the .State as public 
parks, there would be reason to believe 
that our once large but now rapidly 
dwindling forests would continue to de- 
light this and succeeding ages, and more 
important yet, that the water supply 
would be saved, and that in many cases 
life and property would be spared the 
ravages of the elements. There seems 
little prospect of such succor however. 
Rut our legislators “in their infinite wis- 
dom” might, before allowing the McKin- 
ley Rill to become law, just strike off the 
duty on timber, and while thus reducing 
the cost of building, also giving some 
measure of protection to our own trees. 

The Talking Wool- Growers. 

Time was when the practice of medi- 
cine consisted, outside of the administra- 
tion of nasty and irrelevant compounds, 
in bleeding the patient. No matter what 
the trouble, the first, last, and best re- 
source of the alleged doctor was the lan- 
cet. The sicker the uuhappy victim, the 
more blood must be drawn from him, 
and the appropriate synonym for “physi- 
cian” was “leech.” 

The medical fraternity has abandoned 
the idea underlying the treatment by 
depletion, but the talking wool-growers 
of this country have taken it up in its 
entirety, and seem yearly to grow more 
strong in the faith. We have seen no 
evidence that the actual wool-growers 
approve of the policy of further bleed- 
ing, by means of a super-McKinley tariff 
on wool, the unhappy wool-manufactur- 
ing interest; but the talking wool-grow- 
ers are still sure tint the seven years’ 
illness of the woolen iudustry can only 
be cured by reuderiug impossible the 
now difficult task of getting the foreign 
wools needed for a large variety of tine 
fabrics. 

In proof of this we reproduce a part of 
the report of the National Wool-Grow- 
ers’ Convention at Galveston on Wednes- 
dav last, when the following resolutions 
were adopted : 

“That we earnestly recommend that 
any further changes that may be made in 
the McKinley bill shall be only such as 
will give to the w’ool-growers of the 
United States protection on wool as 
grown by American tlockmasters. That 
we protest emphatically against any law 
that will, in terms or by implication, 
permit wool to be imported in any other 
than its natural condition as shorn from 
the sheep, except as washed or scoured 
in broken fleeces.” 

Another resolution was adopted depre- 
cating the decimation of ewe flocks West 
of the Mississippi by killing them for 
market instead of holding them for 
breeders. That is, after bleeding the 
wool-manufacturers till they have left 
little purchasing power, these worthies 
rcold the farmer for making the most 
profitable disposition of his wool-produc- 
ing animals 

How much longer wool manufacturers 
in this country are to be submitted to 
this obsolete abuse of “bleeding” by 
illogical and excessive duties on raw 
material no one can with certainty pre- 
dict. So long as the only opposition to 
the talking wool-growers came from the 
timid and easily disciplined National 
Association of Wool Manufacturers, 
there seemed to be little chance of 
healthy organized reaction among the 
manufacturers themselves. Now, how- 
ever, Delano, IJarpster *V Co. have a new 
and, we think, a genuine antagonist. 

The Wool-Consumers’ Association, 
with headquarters at Rostou, was duly 
organized a week ago, and its address 
shows that its creed is identical with the 
views repeatedly expressed by this paper. 
An examination of the list of signers will 
show that many of the gentlemen have 
supported the Republican party, and this 
circumstance lends added force to the 
proclamation. 

The latest news from Washington indi- 
cates that the McKinley hill will pass, 
but those whoknuw that freer raw mate- 
rial must come will not drop the light on 
that account or on any other.— Dry 
Goods Economist. 


Foreign Wool. 

Meet the alien sheep at the frontier, 
and do not permit his golden fleece in 
this high-taxed land. Keep out foreign 
wool as the Boston Yankees did British 
teas, and there is no question that the 
wool-growing industry of this country 
would make a mighty jump— ami that 
smuggling would become a great ami 
it rout able industry, and the cost of hid- 
ing the nakedness of inhabitants and 
preserving the warmth of their bodies 
could be eff ected at uot exceeding twice 
the present expense, which is now only 
double (bat which the people of England, 
France, ami Germany pay.— Chicago 
Tribum.

NORMAL SCHOOL MOVEMENT. 

BUTT. BKAVKIt ON “THE PROFESSION A I. 

TRAINING OF TEACHERS.” 

At the mooting of the American Insti- 
tute of Instruction, last week, at .Sara 
toga, Edwin P. Beaver, superintendent of 
public schools, Boston, mado an address 
on “The Professional Preparation of 
Teachers.” Mr. Scaver, in opening, re- 
ferred to tho normal school movement, 
which began some f>0 years ago, as the 
most important movement in modern 
educational history, and as one iu which 
the American Institute of Instruction 
had always cherished a deep Interest. 
He proposed to note some of the things 
done, aud some of the things yet remain- 
ing to be done before this movement 
should have accomplished all that was 
desirable. To the credit of our present 
normal schools mav be set down their 
success iu spreading the conviction that 
tho professional preparation of teachers, 
as a matter apart from their advance- 
ment in pure scholarship, is a prime 
necessity; iu improving the current 
methods of teaching; in promoting the 
study among teachers of the science and 
the art of teaching; in winning the popu- 
lar recognition, such as it is, of teaching 
as a liberal or learned profession; and in 
reawakening the great popular interest 
in education which has marked these 
latter years. On the other side of the 
account, however, must be noted the 
fact that the normal schools have not yet 
overcome an unfortunate lack of scholar- 
ship which circumstances have compelled 
them to overlook in their students, both 
at the time of their admission and sub- 
sequently. This is n hindrance to the 
proper business of tho normal schools, 
which is professional training. Neither 
have the normal schools to any apprecia- 
ble extent brought their professional 
training to bear on tho teachers of high 
schools and academies. The idea, how- 
ever, of a teachers’ seminary, as pro- 
posed more than 50 years ago, is of an 
institution having 

AUTHORITY TO CONFER DEGREES 
like those of a college or of a profes 
sional school in a university. If we ask 
what the universities have done toward 
giving profess! mal training to teachers, 
the answer is, almost nothing. For 50 
years the normal school movement, the 
most important modern movement in 
educational history, has been going on, 
but the universities have taken no part 
in it. Yet the great function of the uni- 
versity is “to teach and furnish the 
world with teachers. 

Coming now to the practical question 
what provision could best be made for 
the professional training of college grad- 
uates who are going to be teachers, three 
answers have been suggested. The first 
answer— that college graduates should 
go to the present normal schools— may 
be dismissed as impracticable; the sec- 
oud. that a new normal school of higher 
grade should be established, may be set 
aside because there aro strong practical 
reasons for preferring another plan. The 
third, and to my mind the only fully 
satisfactory answer is, that the universi- 
ties themselves take up the matter in 
good earnest, and provide us with such 
professional schools as it lies in their 
power, and their power only, to estab- 
lish. No new seminary, standing out- 
side of and unrelated to the university, 
could command anything like the suc- 
cess winning prestige which a seminary 
organized within the university pre- 
cincts would enjoy. No, the new teach- 
ers’ seminary that we want must have all 
the prestige that an organic connection 
with the university can give it; must 
have at command all the libraries, the 
laboratories, the museums, the collec- 
tions; all the lectures and courses of in- 
struction, all the professors; iu a word, 
all the rich and varied resources of the 
university; in short must bo a part of the 
university in the same way that the 
divinity * school, law school, medicai 
school, or auy other professional school, 
is a part of the university. Is this ask- 
ing too much? Is anything more needed 
than to prove the great probable useful- 
ness of such a school? What 1 would 
advocate, then, is tho establishment of a 
teachers’ seminary within the precincts 
of every university or co'lege whose 
graduates in any consideraalu number 
turn to teaching as a profession. And in 
advancing this proposition, I have in 
mind not the older universities only, 
Harvard, Yale, Columbia, Princoton and 
the rest, but the younger as well, and 
especially the colleges for women, which 
of late years have become large and 
strong and excellent. 

Among the femalo assistant teachers in 
our high schools, the proportion of col- 
lege graduates lias increased of lat-5 to a 
marked extent, and promises to increase 
still more iu Hie future. Doubtless the 
women’s colleges will shortly become the 
almost exclusive source of supply for 
female teachers iu high schools. There 
are indications that this matter of organ- 
izing teachois’ seminaries is beginning 
to be looked ou by university authorities 
iu 

THE LIGHT OF A PUBLIC DUTY, 

or at least as a suggestion of intelligent 
self-interest. 

One word as to the relation which t he 
state should hold to the proposed semi- 
naries. The state's interest iu them 
would be a large one aud a very direct 
one, inasmuch as the students in such 
seminaries would, most of them, be iu 
traiuing for the public school service. 
So large is the state’s interest, that the 
whole cost of maintaining a separate and 
independent seminary of its own would 
not be an unreasonable financial burden 
to assume. But, if the universities can 
be induced to organize these seminaries 
and conduct them with the aid of all 
existing university resources, the state’s 
money will be most economically ex- 
pended iu the shape of subsidies. These 
might take (lie form of per capita pay- 
ments for all teachers trained, or, per- 
haps better, the form of scholarship 
made tenable bv suitably qualified ^ar- 
sons who would pledge themsohis to 
enter the public school service after their 
traiiiiug. By accepting the state’s in- 
ducement iu either form, and rendering 
the important public service thus suggest- 
ed, the university could at once enter into 
more intimate relations with the public 
school system, and thin would be closed 
a widening gap between the two, which 
iu the older states, at least, lias become 
a serious matter for regret aud anxiety. 
No state ought to be obliged to look 
beyond the university for all the skilled 
and scholarly teachers the public service 
mi} ' 1 quire. No tee ihei - ought to be 
compelled to look elsewhere for a pro- 
fessional instruction that the university 
does not give. The highest aud best in- 
struction of this kind lias its natural 
home at the university. My appeal, 
therefore, is to every teacher who is a 
university or college graduate to urge 


strenuously upon his alma mater the duty, 
dictated no less by intelligent self-inter- 
est than by public considerations, of 
establishing within her precincts a 
strong, well equipped and ably officered 
teachers’ seminary. When this lias been 
done at Harvard, Vale, Columbia, Prince- 
ton. Dait moii li. Amherst, Brown, Cor- 
nell and the rest— and when Vassal’, 
Wellesley, Smith and Bryn Mayr shall 
have their teachers' seminaries in full 
prosperity— then will have come to pass 
the tilings that were earnestly Imped for 
when the normal school movement began 
some 50 or HO years ago.

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THE MEMORIAL HALL. 

There was a large attendance at the 
hearing before the City Council. Mon- 
day night, many interesting speeches 
being mado. Mr. Henry E. Cobb pre- 
sented the argumcut for the Memorial 
Hall appropriation in an eloquent and 
patriotic speech, and the case was then 
thrown open for discussion. The speak- 
ers covered a pretty wide field, and there 
is evidently diversity of opinion about 
the matter. All seemed to favor a Memo- 
rial Hall of some kind but many objected 
to raising the money by taxation, on the 
ground that an appropriation wrung from 
reluctant tax payers would hardly honor 
the cause or the building. 

One speaker called attention to the pride 
Newton people feel iu their public build, 
jngs, although we have no public building 
in the city save the Free Library which 
could be called especially creditable to a 
back country town. The city hall might 
not inaptly be called an old rat trap, too 
small and inconvenient for the city offic- 
es, and we hurry visitors past it without 
remark. We have one end of a handsome j 
High School building, with an old wood- 
en structure in front to hide it from 
the public; we have one brick school 
house, notjret finished, aud several man- j 
sard roof school houses, more or less ill- ! 
fitted for their uses, and we have several 
small engine houses, and an almshouse 
that is nearly ready to be torn down. 
These comprise the list of city buildings, 
although in certain of the wards there 
are some handsome churches. There is 
probably no city of our size which is so 
poorly supplied with public buildings as 
Newton. All this, however, is outside of 
the question of appropriating money for 
a Memorial Hall, unless as Rev. Mr. 
Hornbr )oke suggested in his excellent 
speech, the Memorial Hall be given up i 
and we erect in its place a City Hall, j 
which shall also include a Memorial hall, j 
aud be architecturally a credit to the city j 
aud a lesson of patriotism to all. A new ■ 
City Hall is a necessity, as the preseut 
structure, altered over from a church, ! 
was loug ago outgrown, and is a sorry j 
witness to the public spirit and local 
pride of the citizens of Newton. The 
Memorial feature could be adopted in a 
new City Hall, as it has been iu ocher 
cities, and instead of having a building 
for one organization, we should have oue 
that would be for the use of all the citi- 
zens aud be au enduring monument as 
long as the city shall last. There would 
be much less opposition to this than 
there is now to appropriating $30,000 for 
a small building for a limited use, and as 
there is no hasto about the matter, the 
plans could be thought out aud consider- 
ed, so tint the result would be some- 
thing that would excite the admiration 
of all, such as the Harvard Memorial 
Hall, Cambridge, or the now City Hall 
that the city of Lowell is erecting. 

As the City Council adjourned over 
the summer vacation without taking 
action iu the matter there will be ample 
time for consideration and the adoption ; 
of a plan that shall he most satisfactory ! 
to the geueral public. 


SENS I U LE S U M M EKING. 

The majority of our citizens who are 
able to take advantage of a summer 
vacation are actuated by one of tw’o 
motives: recreation and pleasure for 
themselves and their families, or the 
necessity of rest from the continuous 
labors of the year. Our remarks at this 
time apply more directly to those com- 
ing under the latter head. The New- 
tons are ti 1 led for the most part with 
men of business, whose brains are con- 1 
stantly working to attain success iu their 
occupations, aud these are the men who 
require aud should have absolute rest, 
bodily and mentally, during at least oue 
mouth out of the twelve, for if they did 
but stop to th ink, they would realize 
how many of their associates or business 
acquaintances have discovered when it 
was too late, that they’ had not heeded 
nature’s requirement by “letting up,” so 
to speak, on their treadmill lives after 
money. We are very apt to imagine 
that our business can only he carried i 
along by our personal push aud presence, 
aud this may be true in many cases, but 
the buccosblul business man brings to 
his aid the assistance of those, whether 
partners or employees, who can safely 
he entrusted with his affairs, while he 
renews his health aud vigor by taking 
the much ueeded rest. Niue times out 
of ten, when we liud our health under- 
mined, aud our body aud brain “worn 
out,’’ we cuu look buck and see where a 
rest at ueeded times might have saved us 
from our preseut couditiou. A sum- i 
tuer’s day (light to some near by place 
seems to satisfy many, but the labor of 
getting there, aud trying to rush a mouth 
into oue day produces anything but 
what is aimed at. lo the would-be- | 


fashionable Newport, Saratoga and like 
resorts afford the momentary gratifica- 
tion to their desires, but for perfect rest 
w e should seek places of unquestionable 
healthfulness, pure atmosphere, and 
more than all an entire change from 
our ordinary surroundings. Years ngo 
several of our citizens discovered just 
across tho Maine border a Diace that 
seemed to possess all the attributes re- 
quired, and each succeeding year their 
number was so increased that they 
found it necessary to build a modern 
hotel the Algonquin which they 
opened to the public last year. Aside 
from the hotel and its perfect location, 
St Andrews presents wonderful attrac- 
tions by reason of its ocean, hay, river, 
inland lakes and mountain scenery. Tho 
average temperature during the summor 
months is 70°, while at night blankets 
are always required; mosquitoes and 
malaria are unknown, and there the 
tired brain and fatigued body will find 
perfect rest and recuperation. 

The Brookline Republican Town Com- 
mittee are liable to bo suspected of an 
effort to avoid a debate with the 
Democrats iu regard to free raw- 
materials bv their “backing and filling” 
over the matter. As tbe Boston Journal 
says, they want “to discuss the whole 
broad question” and not the question as 
it affects New England. But the latter is 
just what New England people nre in- 
terested in, especially as the present 
policy has forced the Washburn and 
Moen Company to decide to remove from 
Worcester to Chicago, where they will 
not bo under tbe disadvantages that they 
are here. As this concern is one of the 
most important manufacturing com- 
panies in New England, its removal will 
be a distinct loss. New England people 
are interested in a policy that will 
benefit New England, and not one that 
will benefit Chicago, or any other sec- 
tion. 

Spain has put a prohibitory duty on 
American flour and Mr. Blaine very apt- 
ly calls atention to the foolishness of 
throwing away a chance to trade flour 
for sugar, as will be done if the McKinley 
bill passes. ’Mr. Blaine iu his letter on 
the subject shrewdly observes: “The 
charge against the protective policy 
which has injured it most is that its 
benefits go wholly to the manufacturer 
and the capitalist aud not at ail to the 
farmer.” aud suggests that here is 
a chance to disprove it by making a 
market for American farm products in 
the Spanish West Indies, by entering in- 
to a reciprocity treaty, Mr. Blaine is 
proving himself the wisest of the politi- 
cal leaders at Washington. 

In the last campaign we were told 
many times that clothing could be 
bought just as cheaply here as in Eng- 
land, aud a certain woolen merchant 
who has since failed for several millions, 
made campaign suits to prove it, which 
he furnished to prominent politicians. 
In spite of this here comes a firm of 
makers of ready male clothing, from 
Pennsylvania of course, petitioning con 
gress to raise the duty on ready made 
clothing to 130 per cent, as they pre- 
sent figures to show that Englishmen can 
import clothing here at 2 o per cent profit, 
and still undersell the American clothing 
by 20 per cent. We commend this notice 
to the Milford Journal. 

Mr. C. Bow ditch Coffin was unami- 
ously chosen by the Republican com- 
mittee of the 2nd Middlesex district, to 
succeed Mr. Willard Marcy on the State 
Central Committee. The houor is a 
deserved one. and Mr. Coffin will make a 
good successor to Mr. Marcy, represent- 
ing the same high principles that made 
the Republican party a power in the 
nation. He will look carefully after the 
interests of Newton also, which is of no 
little importance in the coming cam- 
paign. 

Representatives of the leather in- 
terests have been iu Washington, trying 
to have degras put back on the free 
list, and one of them showed up the 
character of the proposed duty by say- 
ing that it will enable the oue or two 
small manufacturers of degras to clear 
$8,000, while it will cost tbe leather trade 
in import duties at least $100,000. 
.Senator Hoar feels obliged to stand by 
the duty as one of the makers of degras 
is a neighbor of his. 


Rev. W. A. Benedict of Newton Cen 
tre has a letter iu another column which 
all interested iu the work of freeing the 
colored people of the south from the bon- 
dage of ignorance will be glad to read. 
According to the Bostou Journal’s 
Washington correspondent, the appropri- 
ations already nude exceed the estimat 
ed revenues by several millions, aud all 
the bills are nut yet in. Evidently “tbe 
surplus is busted.” 


Gen. Clarkson has returned to 
Washington, with the assurance from 
the President aud Mr. Wunamaker, ac- 
cording to the Boston Journal, “that he 
will not he interfered with iu the man- 
agement of his bra cell of the depart- 
ment.” The few remaining Democratic 
postmasters might as well make up their 
minds to be removed at ouco, for every- 
one knows what the Clarksouiau theory 


Waltham ami Watertown are both 
suffering from a scarcity of water, on 
account of the loug continued dry 
weather, but so far Newton has not had 
t > send out notices to ceuse sprinkling 
law ns, aud there is enough w ater for the 
needs of the city. If a water supply 
lusts through such a summor us this, it 
would be abundant for ull ordinary 
seasons.

The Colored Population of Hie South. 

To the Editor of the Ghai hio. 

The rentiers of the Graphtc who he 
lleve that the safety of the Nation de- -i 
mnnds the cure of illiteracy, and are spec- 
ially interested In the education of the 
colored population of the South, will ho 
glad to learn that the American Missionary 
Association has decided to establish a | 
thorough Normal ami Industrial school nt 
Orange Park, Fla., to which, in the future, 
if found needful, a collegiate department 
will be added. It will be n day and board- 
ing school for boys ami girls, both white 
nml colored. In the Industrial depart- 
ment, the design is to have Instruction 
given in vegetable and fruit raising, the 
propagation of nnr sery stock ami the cul- 
tivation of field crops. In a mechanic’s 
shop, furnished with all the machinery and 
tools needed for carpenter and cabinet 
work, the boys will be taught how to run 
the machinery and use the tools, instruc- 
tion in hlaoksmithing, wheelwrighting, 
printing, painting and glazing will be made 
as complete as possible. The girls will be 
taught cooking, housekeeping, sewing and 
general needle work. 

The Association has nnnropriated $10,- 
ooo to begin the work, and, in view of the 
demands of other fields, feels justified in 
appropriating no more. But the erection 
and famishing of the necessary buildings 
will cost very much more than this amount, 
hence, there is no resource but to appeal to 
those who have the means to give to great 
and worthy objects, to lend a helping 
hand. A faithful, Christian education is 
the need of the hour, and especially is this 
true of the colored population of the South. 
The Southern problem, in the solution of 
which the colored population is the chief 
factor, is a National one. It involves a 
National peril which must be met prompt- 
ly, earnestly and wisely. The true means 
of meeting and successfully solving it, is 
through the establishment of Christian 
schools, particularly for normal and indus- 
trial instruction, in which those fitted to 
be leaders and teachers may have the need- 
ful training. Such an institution is the 
one proposed, and the only one of the kind 
to be established in the great state of Flor- 
ida. It will supply a most pressing want, 
not only of the State, but of a large region 
of country outside the State. 

The Editor of the Boston Advertiser, 
referring to the Institution, states its pur- 
pose when he says, “The design Is to do 
for Florida a work similar, in essentials, to 
that done for Georgia by the Atlanta Uni- 
versity, for Tennessee by the Fiske Uni 
versity, and for other Southern States by 
schoofs of high grade, in which intellectu- 
al aud industrial training are combined.” 

I am myself personally connected with 
the establishment of the school, aud shall 
be happy to confer with any one who may 
wish further information respecting our 
plans uiul prospects, W. A. Benedict.

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The Small Hoy. 

The fliBt Ricat Inw wns that whatever 
(happened to you through another hoy, 
whatever hurt or harm he rlid you, you 
wero to rltrht yomeelf upon his person if 
you could; hut if he was too hip, and 
you could not hope to revenge yourself, 
then you were to hear the wrong, not 
only for that time, hut for us many times 
ns he chose to inflict it. To tell the 
teacher, or your mother, or to hot ray 
your tormentor to any one outside of 
the hoys’ world, was to prove yourself a 
cry-baby, without honor or self-respect, 
and unfit to go with the other fellows. 

They would have tho right to mock 
you, to point at you and call “K-e-e, e-e-c, 
e-o-e!” at you, till you fought them. 
Aftor that, whether you whipped them 
or not, there began to be some feeling 
in your favor ngniu. and they had to 
stop. 

Every hoy who came to town from 
somewhere else, or who moved into a 
new neighborhood, had to fight the old 
residents. There was no reason for this 
except tlint he was a stranger, and there 
nppoarod to ho no other means of making 
his acquaintance. 

If lie was generally whipped he beenmo 
subject to tho locnl tribe, as the Dela- 
wares wero to the Iroquois in the Inst 
century; if he whipped the other boys, 
theu they adopted him into their tribe 
and he became a leader among them. 

When you moved away from a neigh- 
borhood you did not lose all your rights 
in it; you did not have to light when you 
went back to seo the boys, or anything; 
but if ouo of them met you in your new’ 
products you might liavo to try conclus- 
ions with him, and perhaps, if he was a 
boy who lincl been in the habit of 
whipping you, you were quite ready to 
do so. 

When my boy’s family left the Smith 
house, one of the boys from that neigh- 
borhood came up to see him at the Fal- 
coner House, and tried to carry things 
with a high hand, as he had always done. 
Then my hoy fought him, quite us if he 
were not a Delaware and the other boy 
not an Iroquois with sovereign rights 
over him. 

My boy was beaten, but the difference 
was that if he had not been on new’ 
grounds he would have been beaten 
without daring to fight. 

There are some boys of such standing 
as bullies, and such wide fame, that they 
could range all the neighborhoods of the 
town, not only without fear of being 
molested or made to pass under tho 
local yoke anywhere, hut with such 
plenary powers of intimidation that the 
other boys submitted to them without 
question. 

My boy had alw’ays heard of one of 
these bullies, whose very name, Buz 
Simpson, carried terror with it; but he 
had never seen him, because he lived in 
the unknown region bordering on tho 
river south of the Thomas Ilouoe. One 
day he suddenly appeared when my boy 
was playing marbles with some other 
fellows in front of the Falconer House, 
attended by two or three other boys 
from below' the sycamore grove. 

He was small and insignificant, but 
such was the fear his name iuspired that 
my boy and his friends cowered before 
him, though some of them were no mean 
fighters themselves. They seemed to 
know by instinct that this was Buz 
Simpson, and they stood patiently by 
while he kicked their marbles out of the 
ring and broke up their game, and, after 
staying a while to cover them with 
ignominy and insult, passed on with his 
retainers to other fields of conquest. 

If it had been death to resist him, they 
could not have dreamed less of doing so; 
and though this outrage took place 
under my boy’s own windows, and a 
single word would have brought efficient 
aid (for the mere sight of any boy’s 
mother could put to flight a whole army 
of other boys), he never dreamed of 
calling for help. 

That would have been a weakness 
which would not only have marked him 
forever as a cry-baby, but an indecorum 
too gross for words. It would have been 
as if, when once the boys were playing 
trip at school, and a big boy tripped him 
and he lay quivering and panting on tho 
ground, lie had got up as soon as he 
could catch his breath and gone iu and 
told the teacher; or as if, when tho 
fellows were playing soakabout, and he 
got hit iu the pit of the stomach with a 
bard ball, ho had complained on the 
fellow who threw it. 

There were some things so base that a 
boy could uot do them, and what hap- 
pened out of doors and strictly within 
the boy’s world had to be kept sacredly 
secret among tho boys. 

For instance, if you had been beguiled, 
as a little boy, into being the last in the 
game of suap-the-whip, and the snap 
sent you rolling head over heels on the 
hard ground, and skinned your nose and 
tore your trousers, you could cry from 
the pain without disgrace, and some of 
the fellows would come up and try to 
comfort you; but you were bound in 
honor not to appeal to the teacher, aud 
you were expected to use every device 
to get tho blood off you before you went 
iu, and to hide the tear iu your t rouse is. 
Of course the tear aud the blood could 
not bo kept from the anxious eyes at 
borne, but even there you were expected 
not to say just wlmt boys did it. 

The mother represented the family 
sovereignty; tho father was seldom seen, 
ami he counted for little or nothing 
among the outside boys. It was the 
mother who could say whether a boy 
might go fishing or iu swimming, aud 
she was held a good mother or not ac- 
cording as she habitually said yes or no. 

There was no other standard of good- 
ness for mothers iu the boy’s world, and 
could be none; and a bad mother might 
be outwitted by any device t hat the 
other boys could suggest to her boy. 
Such a boy was always willing to listen 
to any suggestion, aud no boy took it 
lull’d if the other fellows made fun when 
their plan got him into trouble at home. 

It a boy came out after some such ex- 
perience with his face wet and lus eyes 
red, aud his lips swolleu, of ecuise you 
had to laugh; lie expected it, aud you 
expected him to stone you foi laughing. 

When a boy’s mother had company, he 
went und hid till the guests were gone, 
or only came out of concealment to got 
some sort of sly lunch. If the other 
fellows’ mothers were there he might be 
a little bolder, and bring out cake from 
the second table. But lie bud to be 
pretty careful how lie conformed to any 
of the usages of grown-up society. 

A fellow who brushed Ids hair and put 
on shoes, and came into the parlor when 
there was company, wus not well seen 
among the fellows: lie was regarded in 
some degree as a girl-boy. A boy who 
wished to stand well witli other boys 
kept iu the woodshed, aud only went iu 
as fur us the kitchen to get things for his 
guests in the back yard. 

Vet there were mothers who would 
make a boy put on a collar wliuu they 
bad company, aud disgrace him before 
the world by making him stay rouud aud 
help. They acted as if they had no 
sense aud no pity. But such mothers 
were rare.— W. 1). Howells, iu Harper’s 
Young People.

There are minor Occidents liable to oc- 
cur at any time, which, it promptly 
treated, may prevent serious results. A 
burn or scoid is always painful, but the 
pain can bo instantly relieved by the use 
of|bi carbonate of soda or common bnking 
powder (salerotus). Put two teaspoonfuls 
of soda in a half a cup of water. Wet 
n piece of linen cloth in the solution 
and lay it on the burn. The pain will dts- 
npoar as if by tnncic. If the burn is so deep 
that the skin has peeled off, dredge the dry- 
soda directly on the part effected. 

For a slight cut there is nothing better 
to control tho hemorrhage than common 
un glared brown paper, such ns is used 
by market men and grocers; a piece to 
be bound over the wound. 

Nosebleed, if not in excess, should not 
be checked. It is nature’s method of re- 
lieving congestion. It sometimes, how- 
ever. passes a healthy limit ami demands 
attention. Tut the * bands in mustard 
water, and apply cloths wet with ice 
water, or vinegar and water, to the fore- 
head and over the nose, in aged per- 
sons and those who are great eaters 
nosebleed indicates a tendency to apo- 
plexv. The bowels should be kept free 
and the diet regular. 

In tne summer season it is not an un- 
common thing for persons goiug into the 
woods to bo poisoned by contact with 
dog-wood, ivy or the poison oak. The 
severe itching and smarting which is 
thus produced may be relieved by first 
washing the parts with a solution of sal- 
eratus, two teaspoonfuls to a pint of wat- 
er, and then applying cloths wet with ex- 
tract of hamammcllis. Take a dose of en- 
som salts internally or a double rochelle 
powder. 

Fora simple fainting fit a horizontal 
position and fresh air will usually suffice. 
If a person receives a severe shock 
caused by a fall or blow, handle carefully 
without jarring. A horizontal position 
is best. Loosen all tight clothing from 
the throat, chest and waist. If the pa- 
tient can swallow, give half a teaspoon- 
ful of aromatic spirits of ammonia in a 
little water. If that cannot be procured 
give wbiskoy or brandy and water. Ap- 
ply warmth to the feet and bowels. 

In cases of sunstroke or extreme ex- 
haustion from the effect of beat use 
cloths wrung out of ice water to bead, 
neck and chest. Give ten or lifteen 
drops of aromatic spirits of ammonia 
every fifteen minutes. Never give any 
alcoholic stimulants. 

For a bee sting use ammonia, wet salt 
or a slice of an onion. 

If a child is taken with couvulsious 
place it in a warm bath, in which you 
can bear the back of your hand (not the 
palm);pour cold water on the head 
through a strainer, like a shower bath. 
Then wrap the child warmly in ablauket, | 
keeping the head cool and the feet warm. 
If a bath is uot at hand and a remedy 
can be procured, soak a fiannel cloth in 
tincture of assafmtida and pin around 
the chili’s nock, with a dry cloth over it. 
If an acid poison has been takeu give an 
alkali to counteract it— salemtus or am- 
monia. Tbfin give an emetic of mustird 
and water or salt and water. If the pois- 
oning is from opium, morphine or lauda- 
num, after using the emetic give strong 
coffee and keep the patient awake by 
walking. 

Mr. Blaine Smashing China. 

[Boston Herald.] 

It would hive been difficult for hu- 
man ingenuity to devise a statement iu a 
single sentence more likely to hurt the 
Republicans in the important congres- 
sional elections now at hand than Mr. 
Blaine has embodied in his assertion 
that “There is not a section or line in 
the entire bill (the tariff bill of Mr. 
McKinley ) tliut will open a market for an- 
other bushel of wheat or another barrel 
of pork.” A disgusted Republican mem- 
ber of congress says that Mr. Blaine is 
like a bull in a china shop iu this action. 

A member of the committee of ways and 
means declares that “it can have no other 
effect than to discourage all efforts at tar- 
iff legislation for this session.” It seems 
altogether likely either to prevent such 
legislation or punish the party for it, if 
it is not prevented. And this was pretty 
certainly Mr. Blaine’s object in taking the 
stand he has. 

Mr. Blaiue has been the most important 
leader in the Republican party in the sec- 
ond era of its history, as Mr Seward and 
Mr. Chase were its most important lead- 
ers iu its first eia. The indications are very 
Strong that Mr. Blaine is to end his 
public life iu the same manner as did his 
predecessors, by being gravely out of 
harmony with that political organization. 


How Timothy Grass Was Named. 

(Chicago T lues.] 

Timothy or herd grass is the most com- 
mon mass of contiiu'ntalKuiope, growing 
wild throughout all that vast region be- 
tween the Mediterranean sea on thesouth 
and tlieNorth sea in the direction the name 
implies. r t is uot known exactly when it 
was first introduced into the Uuited 
States, but this much is known; it takes 
i ts name Iroiu Timothy Hanson, a fann- 
er of Maryland, who brought it into gen- 
eral notice as a hay gnss after he had 
cultivated it extensively for his own use 
for years. Thu botanical name for the 
grass is phleum pratense. It is a curious 
fact that although its native home is iu 
Eurupo, tho ruited States is the Ji rat 
countiy in which it was grown, cut ami 
cured lor hay. Not longer ago than 17v> 
some timothy heads and seeds were taken 
to England and exhibited as curiosities.

If tho icpublicnti managers at Wash- 
ington wished to nlienato the sympathy 
of the mass of the people, it seems as if 
they could not adopt more effective 
measures than those which they are try- 
ing to pass through congress, or have 
Just passed. The list m startling. It 
includes tho McKinley tariff hill, the 
elections force hill, the silver bill which 
President Harrison signed without any 
compunction, though it was wholly at 
variance with the principles of his mes- 
sage, the dependent pension bill and the 
shipping subsidy bill. Added to these 
is tbe admission of six states to tho 
Union, when some of them are totally 
unlit for tbe rank of states, simply ns a 
political measure for the sake of pre- 
venting the United States senate from 
becoming democratic when the house 
shall have passed, as the republicans ex- 
- pect, into democratic control. All and 
each of these acts is an abomination and 
enough to bring down the condemnation 
of right minded citizens. 

But there is danger that, in the many 
devices which are taken to befog the 
great issue, it may become obscured, 
lienee there should he no overlooking of 
the chief fact that the campaign this fall 
is for tho election of members of con- 
gress who will vote for a reform of the 
present tariff abominations. That is tho 
one tiling which is uppermost now and 
it ought to he disposed of before any 
other issue is forced to the front. Great 
questions cannot he disposed of in 
bunches. Nations move slowly in their 
forward progress. One thing at a time is 
generally the rule and it must bo ob- 
served in tli is case. Let the temptation 
be never so strong to bring in some other 
question, this ought to be kept at the 
front persistently. Let the people un- 
derstand that they arc to vote this fall 
on the question whether this high tariff 
shall be maintained. Let us settle this 
now and forever. Then we can take up 
other issues and dispose of them, hut we 
cannot vote on two things at the same 
time. Vote this fall for tariff reform.

THE SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT. 


The question of a superintendent of 
schools is the most important one now 
lie fore our school board, and one which 
largely involves the future prosperity of 
our schools. A superintendent has nl- 
amost unlimited power, and it goes with- 
out saying that Newton should only have 
the best. Wo could much better afford 
to do away with one or two ornamental 
teachers, if that were necessary to raise 
.money sufficient to secure a first class 
man. A man who would do in a back 
couutry town is not the oue that should 
.be called here, as the Newton superinten- 
dent should have a standing in education- 
al matters equal to that of any other 
school superintendent in the state. Few 
of even the larger cities spend any more 
for their schools than does Newton or 
Jiave a more elaborate school system. 

It would hardly do for the committee 
ito choose a man who is unknown in the 
(educational world, or ODe without expe- 
rience and idoas on the subject of educa- 
tion. It would probably be impossible 
<to secure Mr. E. P. Seaver, although he 
fiias a deep interest in Newton schools 
iiud would do much to benefit them, but 
fche sacrifice involved in leaving bis pres- 
cut position would probably be too great. 

There is, however, a resident of New- 
ton who is admirably qualified for the 
{position, and who, if lie could be per- 
suaded to accept it, would restore cou- 
lldence at once to our whole school 
•system. This gentlemau is Mr. Francis 
A. Waterhouse of Newtonville, who 
made such an admirable record in our 
High School, and has since brought up 
-the English High School in Boston to a 
perfection it never enjoyed before. Such 
a man is needed at the head of our school 
system, and the committee might repre- 
sent to him that it is his duty as a patriot | 
a ud a citizen, to come to the assistance j 
«>f our schools and help to make them 
vhat Newton schools should be. 

The school committee are of course ! 
interested in securing the best man possi- 
uud Mr. Waterhouse's name has been 
-suggested by so many citizens, that they 
.might feel certain of doing the popular 
ilriug in making every effort to secure 
"him. There would be a great advantage 
in securing a superintendent who was al- j 
•ready familiar with Newton schools, who 
3rad hud experience in them aud knows 
: r .heit ueeds better than any stranger 
•could, even after a year’s experience. 
The .position of superintendent has 
grown to be of such importance in New- 
ton, that the selection of a thoroughly 
juDiy.eteut man becomes of the first im- 
portance, and it goes without saying that 
such a man should he thoroughly posted 
• on all educational malteis, aud at the 
same time command the confidence aud 
vespect of both teachers aud pupils. Mr. 
Waterhouse seems to fill all the require- 
snouts.

However, it might be as 
well to state that we have no expectation 
of ever having the City Hall any nearer 
than Newtonville. which, when all the 
city is built up, will be the centre of pop- 
ulation as it is now the geographical 
centre. 


THE SENATORS II IP. 

The question of the next Senator from 
this district is exciting some interest, 
and the death of Mr. Willard Marcy re- 
moves one whom most of the Republi- 
cans in the city would linve been glad to 
support, and probably a united delega- 
tion could have been sent in bis favor. 
What will be done now is not apparent, 
for there seems ns much division of sen- 
timent as ever. At lenst three of the 
wards promise to have a favQfite sou to 
present, and if the rivalry is ns deter- 
mined ns in previous years, the nomina- 
tion will go elsewhere. There is no pos- 
sible chance of a Newton candidate 
being choseu unless he has n uuited del- 
egation behind him. We have no candi- 
date to boom, and it is useless to talk of 
am unless he can secure the vote of all 
the delegates, and probably the history 
of former years will be repeated this 
year. It is much easier to unite the del- 
egates from all the rest of the district, 
than it is to unite the Newton delegates. 

It would seem to be a good time this 
year to lay aside local jealousies, aud 
personal ambitions, and work for the 
good of the whole city. The Republi- 
cans frem the different wards should get 
together aud uuito on some caudidate 
who will bo acceptable to all, the best 
man of course, and then go to work and 
secure his nomination. If this is done 
Newton can have the Senntorsbip, but if 
Newton sends two or three candidates, 
the prize will probably go to Waltham, 
where there is no unhappy division of 
seutiment, and the people are always 
ready to unite iu the interests of their 
city. 

Tue Harvard bridge promises to con- 
tinue as a monument of something, in- 
stead of serviug as a means of commu- 
nication between Boston and Cambridge. 
The railroad commissioners have decided 
that the city of Cambridge will not be 
permitted to cross the Bostou A* Albany 
tracks at grade, notwithstanding the 
special act obtained with this object iu 
view at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture. It is ordered that the avenue con- 
necting with the new bridge from Boston 
be carried over the crossing on au iron 
bridge sixteeu feet above the track and 
of the width of the avenue. By the act 
of 1882, under which the city councils of 
Boston and Cambridge have proceeded, 
it was provided that the manner of cross- 
ing the railroad should be prescribed by 
the railroad commissioners, and the 
board held that the act of the present 
year did not restrict their power in the 
premises. The commissioners admit 
that the carrying out of their order may 
raise questions of damages, but they are 
uot ready to permit the establishment of 
“a memorial of folly, to abolish which 
would each year become more difficult, 
and which every iucrease in the prosper- 
ity aud growth of the two cities and in 
the fi eight business of the Bostou & 
Albany railroad would render more no- 
torious.”

HEATH OF .MISS PALMER. 


NEWTON COTTAGE HOSPITAL LOSES ITS 
HONORED MATRON. 

Miss Mary Frances Palmer died Monday 
evening at the Newton Cottage Hospital, 
after an illness of 15 days. The cause of 
death is attributed to a pelvic abscess. The 
deceased was 42 years of age. She was the 
matron of the Cottage Hospital, having 
been appointed about three years ago. She 
was a graduate of the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital training school, and filled n 
position as nurse in the McLean asylum, 
Somerville, before coming to Newton. She 
was generally esteemed in this city where 
she had a large circle of friends, and her 
services In connection with her duties iu 
the hospital were faithfully discharged. 
The deceased leaves a mother and two 
sisters in Putney, Yt., where she. was 
born and where the remains were sent 
Tuesday for interment. 

An autopsy was held at the hospital at 9 
o’clock Tuesday morning by Drs. F. L, 
Thayer and W. O. Hunt. The abscess was 
an unusually large one, containing over a 
pint of liquid.

(Bouton Transcript.) 

On Saturday we had occasion to com- 
ment upon the grntifyingchango of heart 
which has come to Dahlgnpi Post, G. A. 
R., upon tho matter of service pensions. 
Another indication of the growth of a bet- 
ter feeling in veteran circles is seen in the 
Veterans’ Political Legue, whose princi- 
ples, ns printed at length by the New ton 
Graphic, must commend themselves to 
all true patriots, as well ns to the man of 
ordinary judgment and common sonso. 

These patriotic veterans express tho 
belief that every American citizen oyves 
his country in time of war military ser- 
vice; that pensions should be paid only 
to those who were disabled in the service;

ful to ask more, in view of munificent 
system of pensions already in opration, 
together with the establishment of sol- 
diers’ homes and tho preference given to 
veterans in public employment; that to 
the veterans who were not disabled in 
service, the consciousness of linving dis- 
charged the highest duty of American citi- 
zenship constitutes a sufficient reward for 
sacrifices they endured 5 that in time of 
peace every American citizen owes to his 
country the duty of earning his own liv- 
ing.au obligation not cancelled or weaken- 
ed by any service, that every veteran who 
who accepts a pension while ho is nblo to 
support his family is loweriug tiie tone of 
American imlepeudenco and patriotism, 
and selfishly increasing the burden of 
taxation upon his fellow citizens; that 
Congress, legislature and veteran organiz- 
ations, in all measures pertaining to sol- 
diers, are hound to consider the interests 
of the country first and the soldiers sec- 
ond; that auv extension of the pension 
system beyond the point already reached 
especially in the direction of service pen- 
sion,” is unnecessary, demoralizing and 
pernicious. 

We cannot believe that any really pat- 
riotic, self-respecting soldier or sailor of 
the war can find aught in the abovo to 
find fault with. We believe on the con- 
trary ,that every honest, manly soldier 
or sailor will iu his heart of heart admit 
that the position taken by the Veterans’ 
Patriotic League is the only logical oue 
possible to be taken by the men who serv- 
ed their country in its hour of peril. 
They did their duty, nothing more, and tho 
couciousness of having done their duty 
is enough to such as were uot disabled. 
How grander, nobler, how much more 

f >atriotic is tnis view than that which 
las been too often expressed, “We sived 
the country aud therefore the country 
belongs to us, aud we’re going to get all 
we can out of it.” The creed of the 
Veteraus’ Patriotic League has the true 
ring in it, and we trust that it will re- 
ceive the indorsement which it deserves 
from veteraus botn within and without 
the Grand Army.

Sell) ridge. wa> standing upon tne sandy 
bottom of the river, his head leaning over, 
bringing ln> mouth under water. The mere 
act of throwing hi- head back would have 
brought ids mouth above water, and by a 
very little energy lie could have regained 
the boat, which had righted, and was only 
about 10 feet away. It seeni' that the man 
left the boathouse about 5.30 o’clock. II< 
was firstseen by Mr. Brigham, at 0.15. near 
the shores of Ins estate, and had not moved 
over 100 feet from the spot where lie was 
noticed at that time until lie fell out of tlie 
boat about an hour afterward'. He \\a> 
landed on the shore on the We>ton side in 
les' than five minute' after lie went under 
water. Mr. Srlbridge and Mr. Brigham 
made every effort t<> resuscitate the man, 
whose breathing finally became distinct 
and suddenly stopped. The abrupt termi- 
nation of liis breathing i> regarded a' pe- 
culiar, as he appeared to lie regaining lii» 
normal condition. It is thought tiiat the 
man U ('. J. Schumukcr.w ho has been miss- 
ing from id' home, us Highland street, 
Roxbury. since Wednesday afternoon, ii' 
tlu* description of the missing man answers 
to that of the deceased

Ice to now quoted at $ff.r>0 and V a 
ton, and some parties are claiming offers 
of even more than this for their stock. 
There is no great amount of ice chang- 
ing hands in Gardiner at present, and 
icemen are waiting for warm weather, 
when fancy prices will he in order. 
The stacked ice is keeping better and 
much longer than was at first supposed, 
and that being shipped now is coming 
out in good shape. Shipping still con- 
tinues brisk at this port. Tho Glazier- 
Morse stack at Moulton’s Mill has all 
been shipped, while t ,000 of tho 12,000 
tons at the Ridgewood houses in Pitt- 
ston has already been shipped. 

At tho Great Falls houses over 12,000 
tons of the 87,000 stored there have been 
shipped. The Independent Ice company 
at Smitlitown has shipped 15,000 tons 
out of tho 05,000 tons put up there. Tho 
Consumers’ company has shipped about 
6,000 tons, leaving a balance of 44,000 yet 
to be shipped. E. D. Haley, at South 
Gardiner, has shipped some 0,000 tons 
from his houses to date. The Glasco 
Ico company, at Randolph, has already 
loaded about 2,000 tons, and has vessels 
loading there daily. Haynes & Law- 
rence have shipped several hundred tons, 
and the Knickerbocker houses at Chel- 
sea, Randolph and Furmingdale are do- 
ing their share of shipping. — Augusta 
(Me.) Journal. 


Locomotive Telephones. 

A test was made recently of the elec- 
tric railway signal of the Universal Elec- 
tric Railway Signal company, of Rich- 
mond, Va. About three miles, of tho 
track on the Baltimore and Ohio lias 
been provided until this signal system by 
way of experiment. The apparatus con- 
sists of an electric circuit formed by a 
single iron rod, which is laid between 
tho tracks, and a wire brush attached to 
each engine in connection until an elec- 
.fcfc gong imd tdppUaac, Twfl en^iupp 
approaching each other on the same 
track come into circuit at tho distance 
of one mile and a half or more, accord- 
ing to strength of the battery, and at 
once the telephone bells ring. This is a 
signal for the trains to stop, and the 
engineers may talk with each other on 
the telephone to discover tho trouble, 
whatever it may be. Two trains were 
sent out on the Baltimore and Ohio with 
a party, including several gentlemen 
from Washington and Virginia and cor- 
respondents of newspapers in different 
parts of the country. The tests wore 
made and proved extremely satisfactory. 
- Washington Star. 


A Putin Tree In DIoHsom. 

The latest novelty to bo boasted of in 
Connecticut is a genuino palm tree in 
blossom, the development occurring in 
tho town of Wethersfield. The tree 
itself has been owned by Senator Silas 
W. Robbins, of that place, for twenty- 
three years, and has been carefully 
guarded during that period in his con- 
servatory. Not until this season, how- 
ever, has it put out a bud of any sort. 
The present development has been ob- 
served with great interest, nothing of the 
kind having been known before in this 
latitude. 

The blossom appears at tho top of tho 
tree, resembling an exquisite selection of 
fern, and is buff in color. There is no 
fragrance. Under the flower itself is the 
green fruit iu its earliest stages. The 
utmost care has been bestowed by Sena- 
tor Robbins on this tropical growth for 
years, but not until w ithin a few months 
has ho anticipated tho possession of a 
genuino flower from it.— -Cor. New York 
Times. 


A Doctor’ll BUI. 

Dr. W. B. Spencer, of San Francisco, 
has presented a bill of $3,510 for profes- 
sional services during tho last sickness 
of William Lockerman, tho Fruitvale 
rniper, who died recently leaving an es- 
tate valued at $32,000. He considers 
his services valued at $100 a visit. The 
items of tho bill are instructive to those 
who are contemplating death, leaving a 
reasonably large estate to cover tho 
physician's bill: Nineteen visits at $100 
per visit, $1,000; 130 hours’ night deten- 
tion at $10 each, $1,800; medicines fur- 
nished, $10; operation Jan. 10, $200; op- 
eration two times a day for five days, at 
$20 each, $200; total, $3,010; paid on ac- 
count, $100. Tho bill has been cut down 
by the public administrator to $1,100, 
and tho doctor's claim will bo contested 
for over that sum.— San Francisco Chron- 
icle. 


A Brussels Waterloo Monument. 

By desire of the Duke of Cambridge 
and tho members of tho Loudon commit- 
tee for tho erection of the Waterloo 
mouument at tho Cemetery of Evere, 
near Brussels, it has been definitely ar- 
ranged that the inscription on the monu- 
ment shall run as follows: “In memory 
of the British officers, non-commissioned 
officers and men who fell during the 
Waterloo campaign in 1815, and whoso 
remains were transferred to this ceme- 
tery in 1880. This monument is erected 
by her Britannic majesty Queen Victoria, 
empress of India, and by their country- 
men, on a site generously presented by 
the city of Brussels. Morluorum Patria 
Memor.”
